THE  PHARMACY  BILL. 

Report  of  the  Board’s  Official  Deputation  to  the  Premier. 

Gentlemen,— When  the  Board’s  revision  of  the  Government  Draft  Phar¬ 
macy  Bill  was  complete,  it  was  consideied  very  desirable  ;  in  fact,  absolutely 
necessary  that  our  amendments  should  be  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Premier,  for  that  Draft,  as  you  are  aware,  contained  some  unsuitable  and 
some  very  objectionable  provisions.  The  amendments  made  in  this  room 
on  the  1 8th  ultimo,  were  tantamount  to  a  re-casting  of  the  Bill,  and  it  was 
not  without  a  little  trepidation  that  Mr.  Reid  was  approached  at  the 
eleventh  hour  and  asked  to  receive  a  deputation  from  this  Board  and 
Council,  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out  the  imperfect  character  of  many  of 
the  clauses,  and  emphasizing  theinjustice  that  would  bedone  to  our  profession 
generally,  if  we  were  to  be  debarred  the  privilege  we  have  always  enjoyed 
of  prescribing  in  our  regular  course  of  business  and  attending  to  minor 
surgical  cases  for  the  immediate  relief  of  sufferers.  We  felt  that  those  re¬ 
strictions  in  the  clause  could,  under  no  circumstances  be  tolerated,  and 
we  were  justified  in  going  to  the  Premier  and  demanding  its  alteration, 
apart  from  any  other  desired  amendment.  There  were  other  portions  of  the 
Bill,  however,  which  called  for  our  intervention,  as  well  as  the  necessity  of 
inserting  at  least  one  new  clause,  namely,  the  definition  of  the  word 
person,”  in  order  to  prevent  any  evasion  of  the  prospective  law.  Accord¬ 
ingly  Mr.  Reid  was  communicated  with,  and  he  courteously  arranged  to 
meet  the  deputation  at  Parliament  House,  on  the  night  of  the  23rd  ultimo* 
The  members  present  were: — Messrs.  Charles  Butcher  (President  of  the 
Society),  R.  T.  Bellemey  (Registrar  to  the  Board),  Charles  Marshall, 
W.  G.  Jones,  and  I.  N.  Willows.  The  hour  fixed  for  the  interview  was 
8  p.m.,  but  owing  to  an  important  debate  for  an  extra  Government  sitting 
night — and  the  upshot  of  that  debate  may  yet  prove  fortunate  for  the 
Bill — Mr.  Reid  could  not  see  us  till  9  o’clock.  He  thoughtfully  extended 
to  us  the  best  compliment  in  his  power  by  placing  his  private  room  at  our 
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disposal  while  waiting  for  him,  and  we  felt  grateful  for  this  tribute  of 
respect.  The  moment  he  was  able  to  leave  the  Chamber,  he  met  us  in 
the  most  cordial  manner,  remarking  good  humouredly  as  he  came  in, 
“  When  are  we  going  to  have  this  matter  settled  ;  I  thought  my  Bill  was 
pretty  nearly  what  you  wanted.” 

Time  being  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  Prime  Minister,  he  im¬ 
mediately  set  to  work  in  a  systematic  way,  and  gave  no  opportunity  for 
speeches.  From  the  outset,  it  was  apparent,  that  he  was  thoroughly  con¬ 
versant  with  Pharmaceutical  Legislative  requirements,  and  with  one 
exception,  had  the  points  of  his  Bill  at  his  fingers  ends.  Th exception 
related  to  clause  19,  which  aimed  at  the  unreasonable  proposal  of  stopping 
our  prescribing  and  surgical  practice,  and  he  expressed  surprise  at  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  clause,  and  instantly  accepted  our  suggestions,  as  you  will 
note  lower  down  in  this  report. 

Taking  the  Bill  with  our  annotated  amendments,  he  asked  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  alteration  in  clause  2.  “  Election  of  Members  of  sub¬ 
sequent  Boards,”  and  Mr.  Bellemey  replied :  “  We  propose  in  that 

amendment  to  alter  the  clause  so  that  every  Member  of  the  Board  shall 
•retire  in  due  course  and  go  before  the  registered  chemists  for  re-election.” 

Mr.  Reid  :  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  would  be  on  the 
Board  ? 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  Yes,  but  for  three  years  only.  He  ought  to  be  in  the 
same  position  as  the  other  members  of  the  Board.  We  think  it  only  right 
that  he  and  any  other  Government  official  you  may  appoint,  should  retire 
by  effluxion  of  time,  in  the  same  way  as  the  chemists  and  druggists  on  the 
Board.  Their  presence  will  only  be  needed  during  the  first  three  years, 
when  the  rules  and  regulations  are  being  prepared,  and  as  a  guarantee  to 
ihe  Government  that  these  will  be  framed  in  a  f air  and  liberal  spirit. 

Mr.  Butcher :  Our  amendment  will  make  the  Act  similar  to  the 
English  Act  in  this  respect. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Yes,  I  don’t  see  why  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health 
should  not  retire.  I  see  clearly  what  you  desire  and  will  have  it  so.  I 
accept  your  amendment. 

Coming  to  the  amendment  limiting  seats  on  the  Board  to  Master 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  Mr.  Reid  said  :  I  do  not  approve  of  this  amend¬ 
ment.  You  want  us  to  trust  your  voters,  and  yet  you  won’t  trust  them. 
You  ask  me  to  trust  the  Board,  and  I  ask  you  to  trust  a  man  who  is  good 
enough  to  be  registered  and  good  enough  to  vote.  It  is  objectionable  to 
make  a  class  within  a  class.  That  amendment  must  go  out.  I’m  willing 
to  meet  you  fairly  and  concede  everything  that  is  possible,  and  you  must 
meet  me  in  the  same  spirit.  In  every  legitimate  way  I  defer  to  your  re¬ 
quests,  but  I  cannot  agree  to  that.  We’ll  knock  that  amendment  out. 

Passing  on  to  clause  4  (Powers  of  the  Board),  Mr.  Reid  said  :  I 
•notice  you  have  inserted  the  words,  “  from  time  to  time,”  in  connection 
with  the  position  as  Registrar. 
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Mr.  Bellemey  :  Yes,  we  want  the  power  to  change  a  Registrar  or 
other  officer  if  necessary  ;  we  want  the  power  to  discharge  as  well  as 
to  elect. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  don’t  think  it  necessary,  because  the  power  to  employe 
in  the  Government  service  carries  with  it  the  power  to  discharge.  That 
power  belongs  to  all  Government  departments.  At  any  rate  I  will  leave  it 
in  for  the  present,  and  in  the  meantime  I’ll  look  the  matter  up. 

There  being  no  amendments  of  consequence  between  this  and  clause 
n,  Mr.  Reid  quickly  reached  the  qualifying  clause,  remarking  character¬ 
istically,  “  Now  we  come  to  an  important  bit.” 

The  first  amendment  was  the  removal  of  section  A,  “  is  a  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioner.’’ 

Mr.  Reid  :  Why  do  you  take  that  out,  he  asked  ? 

Because  (replied  Mr.  Bellemy),  we  don't  want  the  medical  practitioner 
there  at  all.  In  another  clause  we  give  him  all  the  rights  and  priviledges. 
that  he  now  enjoys  under  the  English  law  which  is  the  law  here  also. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Very  good,  I’ll  leave  that  out  of  my  Bill. 

Mr.  Bellemey:  The  medical  hand  is  too  palpable  altogether.  We  have 
removed  the  words,  “  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  ”  in  ail 
instances  where  it  is  unnecessary. 

Mr  Reid  :  Allright.  Now  what  about  the  assistant  or  compounder?1 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  We  give  way  on  that. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I’m  glad  of  that.  I  was  afraid  we  might  split  upon  that 
rock.  I  have  had  interviews  with  these  men,  and  they  think  you  are 
trying  to  crush  them.  I  put  that  in  so  as  to  get  the  Bill  through  Parlia¬ 
ment.  With  that  concession  I  think  we  will  have  an  easy  passage  with, 
the  Bill. 

Looking  further  into  the  amendments  of  these  sections,  Mr.  Reid; 
wanted  to  know  why  the  words,  “  or  in  a  dispensary  in  connection  with 
any  hospital  under  the  management  of  a  legally  qualified  medical  prac¬ 
titioner,”  had  been  eliminated. 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  We  struck  the  words  out  for  the  reason  that  there  are 
no  apprentices  to  medical  men. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Very  well,  that  goes  out  of  my  Bill,  too. 

Running  his  eye  along  the  next  alteration  the  Premier  desired  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  the  removal  of  the  words  “  Great  Britain.” 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  We  want  the  power  of  reciprocity  with  Great  Britain, 
and  by  leaving  out  the  words  “  Great  Britain,”  we  hold  the  option  of 
admitting  men  from  Great  Britain.  We  want  Great  Britain  to  ultimately 
recognise  our  diploma. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Quite  right,  the  amendment  is  a  very  proper  one. 

On  reaching  sub-section  i  of  the  conditions  of  qualification,  the 
Premier  saw  at  a  glance  that  we  had  altered  the  first  part  of  it  entirely,, 
and  he  sought  the  reason  of  it. 
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Mr.  Bellemey  said  the  object  was  to  insist  upon  apprenticeship  in  this 
colony  and  to  remove  the  words  “apprentice  in  any  hospital  under  the 
management  of  a  medical  man,”  because  such  apprentice  did  not  exist. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Supposing  an  apprentice  has  served  two  years  and  six 
months,  how  will  he  stand  ? 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  He  can  come  under  this  Act. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Does  an  apprentice  answer  as  an  assistant  ? 

Mr.  Beliemy  :  Yes,  if  he  has  served  three  years.  The  mere  fact  of 
being  indentured  to  a  chemist  and  druggist  does  hot  alter  his  position  as 
an  assistant,  although  an  apprenticed  one. 

Mr.  Reid  :  You  have  no  objection  to  the  words  “  served  for  not  less 
than  three  years  as  an  apprentice  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  ?  ”

Mr.  Bellemey  :  No. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Those  are  the  facts  I  want  to  know  in  order  to  get  this 
Bill  through  ;  that  makes  it  more  liberal  still  and  will  help  us  over  ob- 
j  actions.  I  don’t  think  we  will  have  much  trouble  now. 

The  Premier  then  read  over  the  new  section  defining  the  meaning  of 
the  word  “  person,”  and  with  a  few  verbal  amendments  adopted  it ;  Mr. 
Bellemey  explaining  meanwhile  that  the  object  of  its  inclusion  was  to 
prevent  two  or  more  persons  combining  together  to  evade  the  Act. 

Clause  i g  (Penalty  for  practising  medicine  or  surgery  or  prescribing.) 

Mr.  Butcher  and  Mr.  Bellemey  pointed  out  the  gross  injustice  that 
would  follow  the  passage  of  such  a  clause. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Who  put  that  in  ? 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  I  think  some  medical  man  has  had  a  hand  in  that ; 
I  know  it  does  not  express  your  views. 

Mr.  Reid  :  It  certainly  does  not,  and  I  don’t  want  it  there  at  all.  I 
know  what  an  advantage  and  what  a  boon  it  is  to  poor  people  who  cannot 
afford  to  consult  a  doctor,  to  be  able  to  go  direct  to  the  chemist. 

Mr.  Butcher  :  We  felt  satisfied  when  we  saw  that  clause  that  you 
never  intended  it  to  be  there,  and  that  you  would  alter  it  on  our  represen¬ 
tations.  Such  a  clause  would  not  only  be  harsh  and  unjust  to  a  large  body 
■of  professional  men,  but  it  would  be  totally  unworkable. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  did  not  notice  it  before.  I  suppose  the  doctors  put  it 
in.  It  must  come  out.  By  your  amendment  you  propose  leaving  part  of 
the  clause  stand  ? 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  We  decided  to  leave  that  portion  remain  where  it 
applies  to  chemists  visiting  patients,  or,  I  should  say,  we  amend  it  so  as  to 
prevent  pharmacists  practising  medicine  and  surgery  outside  their  shops. 
We  thought  it  would  be  policy  to  amend  it  in  that  way  so  as  to  satisfy  the 
medical  men  in  the  Upper  House. 

Mr.  Reid  :  They  ought  to  be  satisfied  with  it  in  that  shape. 

The  amendment  in  clause  23  making  the  Govevnmtnt  Gazette  prima 
facie  evidence  as  well  as  the  Register,  was  next  dealt  with.

Mr.  Bellemey  explained  that  the  insertion  of  the  word  “  Gazette  ”  was- 
necessary,  as  in  the  event  of  a  prosecution  in  the  country  a  copy  of  the 
Register  might  not  be  on  hand,  and  inconvenience,  delay,  and  expense 
would  result. 

Mr.  Reid:  The  word  “Gazette”  makes  it  better,  no  doubt.  Every 
police  station  has  a  copy  of  the  Gazette. 

The  Premier  was  anxious  to  know  if,  under  this  Act,  any  medical 
man  would  have  occasion  to  prove  that  he  was  legally  qualified. 

Mr.  Bellemey  replied  :  We  cannot  interfere  with  them  in  any  way 
whatever,  and  we  don’t  want  to.  We  don’t  want  them  interefering  in  our 
affairs  and  swamping  us  with  their  votes.  We  have  struck  them  out  in 
every  way,  and  put  in  a  clause  similar  to  one  in  the  Victorian  Pharmacy 
Act  and  other  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Now  I  hope  this  is  the  last  baking. 

Mr.  Bellemey  :  It  is. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  am  anxious  to  get  this  Bill  through,  as  well  as  the 
Medical  Bill.  I’ll  have  this  printed  at  once  and  introduced  without 
delay. 

This  concluded  the  interview. 

Mr.  Butcher  and  Mr.  Bellemey  thanked  Mr.  Reid  for  his  kind  recep¬ 
tion  and  the  frank  and  generous  manner  in  which  he  had  treated  the 
depu;ation,  adding,  that  so  far  as  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  were  con¬ 
cerned,  they  would  not  in  any  sense  affect  the  present  registered  men,  or 
be  of  any  advantage  to  them.  All  the  efforts  they  had  made  in  the 
direction  of  this  reform  of  the  pharmacy  law  were  purely  and  solely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  rising  and  future  generations,  and  the  protection  of  the 
public.  The  Bill  would  neither  add  an  inch  to  the  stature  of  the  registered 
men,  nor  put  a  penny  into  their  pockets. 

Mr.  Reid  said  he  quite  recognised  that  our  efforts  were  put  forward  in 
a  fair  and  liberal  spirit,  and  were  for  the  benefit  of  the  rising  generation 
and  protection  of  the  public,  and  for  those  reasons  he  would  strongly  urge 
the  House  to  pass  the  Bill  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Second  Reading  in  the  Assembly. 

The  Bill  in  Committee. 

The  second  reading  of  the  Bill  was  moved  by  the  Premier  in  the 
Assembly  at  a  quarter  to  i  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  Friday,  October  2nd 
in  the  presence  of  about  40  members. 

Mr.  Reid  said  :  I  may  say  I  have  been  very  careful  in  connection  with 
this  Bill  to  protect  the  rights  of  assistants  in  chemists’  shops,  and  that  is- 
really  the  only  point  upon  which  I  have  found  there  has  been  any  difficulty. 
I  have  been  lately  appealed  to  not  to  allow  gentlemen  who  have  shops  of 
their  own  to  so  arrange  the  Bill  as  to  shut  out  assistants  who,  from  practical 
experience,  are  really  as  competent  to  be  registered  as  their  masters.  I 
thoroughly  sympathise  with  their  views.  If  hon.  members  will  refer  to- 
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clause  1 1  they  will  find  that  it  defines  how  a  person  can  be  registered  as  a 
pharmacist.  It  contains  a  number  of  qualifications  which  deal  with 
chemists  and  druggists.  It  will  be  seen  from  sub-clause  d  that  l  have  been 
fairly  liberal,  and  that  I  have  provided  that  a  person  is  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  a  pharmacist  who 

has  for  not  less  than  three  years  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act  been,  in  the  colony 
of  New  South  Wales  an  assistant,  or  compounder,  or  apprentice,  in  the  business  of  a 
pharmacist,  keeping  open  shop,  or  in  a  dispensary  in  connection  with  any  hospital  under 
the  management  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist  snd 
druggist,  and  produces  to  the  Board  a  certificate  signed  by  two  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioners  that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioners. 

There  is  no  examination  or  stipulation  of  time.  The  simple  fact  that  they 
have  been  actually  working  in  a  chemist’s  shop  for  three  years,  along  with

the  obtaining  of  a  certificate  from  two  doctors,  will  entitle  them  to  be 
registered  just  as  surely  and  as  fully  as  men  who  have  kept  shops  as 
masters.  It  is  necessary  to  have  the  certificate  from  the  medical 
practitioners,  but  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  it  by  a  man  who 
has  been  three  years  in  a  chemist’s  shop  dispensing  prescriptions  for  the 
doctors  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Watson  :  Why  is  it  necessary  that  a  person  should  have 
been  in  business  before  the  ist  day  of  August,  1876? 

Mr.  Reid  :  That  has  reference  to  the  Poisons  Act,  which  contains 
provisions  under  which  chemists  and  druggists  can  sell  poison  in  a  certain 
way.  That  Act  came  into  force  on  the  ist  August,  1876,  and  that  part  of 
the  clause  identifies  the  men  who  were  then  in  business  on  their  own 
account  as  pharmacists.  Then  there  is  sub-clause  b,  which  deals  with 
apprentices  before  that  date.  Sub-clause  c  deals  with  men  who  are  in 
business  on  their  own  account ;  and  sub-clause  d  deals  with  assistants  who 
are  apprentices.  It  is  only  right,  with  regard  to  those  who  will  come  into 
the  business  later  on,  that  we  should  have  the  examinations  which  are 
provided  for  in  sub-clause  g.  Those  examinations  are  to  apply  to  appren¬ 
tices  who  come  into  business  after  the  passing  of  the  Act.  Since  the  Bill 
has  been  placed  on  the  table  there  has  been  no  objection  to  it  on  the  part 
of  any  assistant. 

Mr.  Affleck  :  It  is  hardly  fair  to  go  on  with  the  Bill  at  this  stage.  It 
was  only  placed  on  the  table  the  other  night.  I  sent  two  copies  of  it  away 
yesterday,  in  order  to  obtain  the  opinions  upon  it  of  certain  chemists  in 
the  electorate  which  I  represent.  I  do  not  object  to  the  second  reading  ; 
but  I  do  not  think  we  should  do  more  than  go  into  Committee  pro  forma. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  promise,  after  going  through  the  Bill,  that  I  will  not 
proceed  further  for  a  week,  and  I  will  recommit  it  if  half-a-dozen  members 
ask  me  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Affleck  :  Personally,  I  have  not  read  the  Bill.  I  only  received  it 
yesterday. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  have  not  had  one  objection  to  it. 
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Mr.  Affleck  :  I  can  understand  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  one  has 
seen  it. 

Mr.  Gormly  :  I  do  not  think  the  Bill  has  been  long  enough  in  the 
hands  of  hon.  members  to  enable  them  to  form  a  judgment  upon  it.  I  do 
not  think  it  is  desirable  to  recommit  the  Bill  if  that  course  can  be  avoided. 
It  would  be  better  to  pass  the  second  reading,  and  leave  the  consideration 
of  the  clauses  to  some  future  period.  I  have  looked  through  the  measure, 
and  cannot  see  anything  objectionable  in  it.  Nevertheless,  I  think  hon. 
members  should  have  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  opinions  from  those 
capable  of  giving  them. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  have  submitted  the  Bill  to  the  body  representing  the 
chemists.  It  has  been  considered  by  them. 

Question  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Bill  read  the  second  time. 

In  Committee — 

Clause  i  (Constitution  of  first  Board  ;  incorporation  of  Board). 

Mr.  Affleck  said  that  the  clause  stated  that  the  Board  should  consist 
of  such  persons  as  the  Governor  might,  by  proclamation  in  the  Gazette , 
appoint  from  among  those  persons  whom  he  considered  eligible  for 
registration  under  the  Act.  Was  the  appointment  to  rest  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  clause  2  provided  for  the  Board  to  be  started  in 
that  way.  The  moment,  however,  we  had  a  roll  of  pharmacists,  they  would 
elect  the  Board  themselves.  At  the  expiration  of  every  twelve  months  from 
the  commencement  of  the  Act,  two  of  the  members  of  the  Board  would 
retire,  until  all  the  members  had  retired.  It  was  then  provided  that,  at  the 
expiration  of  each  of  the  said  periods,  two  persons  might  be  elected 
members  of  the  Board  by  the  registered  pharmacists. 

Clause  agreed  to. 

Clause  3.  The  members  of  the  Board  may,  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed,  elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  the  President  ;  and  the  members  present 
at  any  meetiDg  may,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  case  no  President  be  elected, 
choose  one  of  their  number  to  preside  at  that  meeting. 

The  President  or  member  of  the  Board  presiding  at  any  meeting  shall  have  a  casting 
but  not  an  original  vote. 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  three  members  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Affleck  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  amended  by  omitting  the  word  “three,”  with  a  view  to  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  “five.” 

There  were  to  be  eight  members  of  the  Board,  and  he  thought  five  of 
them  should  form  a  quorum. 

Mr.  Reid  :  Sometimes  they  meet  on  very  unimportant  business. 

Mr.  Affleck  thought  there  should  be  some  safeguard,  and  he  therefore 
proposed  the  amendment. 

Amendment  negatived. 
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Clause,  as  read,  agreed  to. 

Clause  9  (Names  may  be  removed  from  the  Register). 

Mr.  Gormly  thought  that  this  clause  required  amendment. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Watson  said  that  the  expression  “  the  Governor  ”  meant 
the  Governor-in-Council,  and  they  would  almost  for  a  certainty  be  moved 
by  the  Board.  He  thought  that  the  Governor-in-Council  should  have 
power  to  disenroll  a  man  who  was  found  guilty  of  procuring  an  abortion > 
or  any  offence  like  that,  but  why  make  the  clause  retrospective  ? 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  there  had  been  several  cases  recently  of  chemists 
who  were  convicted  for  carrying  on  a  vile  traffic.  Supposing  that  a  duly 
qualified  chemist  came  out  of  gaol ;  he  could  not  be  refused  registration  if 
he  was  qualified  under  clause  ti,  unless  we  had  retrospective  legislation. 
Surely  a  person  should  not  be  allowed  to  carry  on  a  pharmacist's  business 
after  having  been  convicted  of  carrying  on  a  villainous  traffic ;  and  if  he 
could  not  be  disqualified  it  would  be  disgraceful.  There  were,  of  course, 
offences  that  were  comparatively  light,  and  everyone  would  say  that,  after  a 
certain  lapse  of  time,  they  should  be  overlooked  ;  but  the  latter  portion  of 
the  clause  provided  for  cases  of  that  sort.  There  were  cases  in  which  it 
■would  be  right  to  remove  a  man’s  name  from  the  Register,  but  to  restore  it 
after  a  certain  lapse  of  time. 

Mr.  Uacey  :  I  fail  to  see  the  necessity  of  making  the  clause  retro¬ 
spective. 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  the  clause  did  not  say  that  a  man  should  be 
removed,  but  only  gave  the  Board  power  to  remove  in  very  bad  cases. 

Clause  agreed  to. 

Clause  n.  A  person  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist,  and  shall  receive 
■from  the  Board  a  certificate  in  the  form  of  Schedule  III  to  this  Act,  if  he  is  of  the  full  age 
■  of  twenty-one  years,  and  — 

(a)  has  before  the  twenty-first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  for  not  less  than  two  months  been  in  business  on  his  own  account  as 
a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  ; 

(J))  has  before  the  day  aforesaid  served  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  for  not 
less  than  three  months  as  an  apprentice,  dispensing  assistant,  or  compounder  to 
a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop,  or  in  a  dispensary  in  connection  with  any 
hospital  under  the  management  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist ;  or 

00  has  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act  for  not  less  than  two  years  been  in 
business  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  on  his  own  account  as  a  pharmacist 
keeping  open  shop,  and  produces  to  the  Board  a  certificate,  signed  by  two 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioners,  that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to 
dispense  the  prescriptions  of  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners;  or  .  , 

Mr.  McGowen  moved  : 

That  sub-clause  c  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “pharmacist”  the 
Tollowing^words  :  —  “and  a  dealer  in  poisons.” 

He  thought  the  faciliities  for  persons  to  obtain  poisons  should  be  diminished 
rather  than  increased. 

Mr.  Reid  :  I  thoroughly  agree  with  the  hon.  member,  and  I  would 
.accept  the  amendment  if  it  were  necessary,  but  under  the  Poisons  Act 
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every  pharmacist  is  entitled  to  deal  in  poisons.  Therefore,  putting  in  these 
words  will  not  make  it  any  better  for  him. 

Mr.  McGowen  said  there  were  certain  storekeepers  in  the  interior - 

Mr.  Reid  :  But  they  are  not  pharmacists,  and  this  Bill  would  make 
them  so. 

Mr.  McGowen  wanted  to  provide  that  dealers  in  poisons  should  be 
pharmacists. 

Mr.  Reid :  You  could  not  make  a  country  storekeeper  a  chemist  andi 
druggist,  and  every  pharmacist  can  sell  poisons. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes  thought  that  sub-clause  c  required  amendment  by 
striking  out  the  words  “  for  not  less  than  two  years.”  It  appeared  to  him* 
there  was  something  very  arbitrary  in  it.  The  mere  fact  as  to  whether  a 
man  had  been  in  business  one  or  two  years  before  the  commencement  of 
the  Act  should  not  affect  the  question  if  he  was  qualified.  He  must  have 
already  been  a  chemist,  or  he  could  not  practice  here  at  all.  Supposing- 
that  a  man  had  been  in  business  in  Victoria  twenty  years  came  here,  and 
was  in  business  here  eighteen  months,  if  this  Bill  passed  he  would  not  be 
able  to  practice  here  unless  he  passed  an  examination,  and  he  might  be  am 
elderly  man,  and  although  an  admirable  pharmacist,  he  might  not  be  able 
to  pass  the  examination  provided  for  under  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  such  a  man  would  not  get  rusty  in  the  English  and* 
Latin  languages,  which  he  used  every  day  in  his  business.  The  Act  was 
too  narrow,  and  he  did  not  think  that  any  safeguard  would  be  provided  by 
striking  out  the  words,  “  not  exceeding  two  years.”  He  would  like  to  put. 
a  case  which  he  thought  would  show  how  unfairly  that  amendment  wouldi 
operate.  We  compelled  our  own  people  who  had  been  living  and  practising; 
as  chemists  in  New  South  Wales,  but  who  were  only  assistants,  to  serve 
three  years  in  the  colony  as  assistants  before  they  could  get  on  the  list.  If 
we  adopted  the  amendment,  a  man  might  come  from  any  of  the  other 
colonies  where  he  had  been  an  assistant  only  six  months.  A  man  might 
come,  say,  from  Victoria,  and  bring  with  him  recommendations  from  a. 
fashionable  doctor  there  to  doctors  here,  who  would  certify  for  him  on  the 
faith  of  the  recommendation  of  their  brother  medico  in  Melbourne,  and! 
that  stranger  might  be  admitted  here.  In  fact,  our  own  people  might 
leave  the  colony  and  come  back,  and  be  admitted  under  that  provision. 
That  would  be  throwing  too  much  in  the  way  of  strangers  as  against  our 
own  people.  Victoria  had  a  liberal  Act,  and  we  were  following  the  lines  of 
that  Act  very  much,  although  not  exactly,  so  that  anyone  who  came  from' 
that  colony  must  have  qualified  there.  Sub-clause  c  provided  that  a  mam 
might  be  registered  if  he 

holds  a  certificate  or  diploma  of  competency  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  andi 
druggist  or  pharmacist  from  any  college  or  Board  of  Pharmacy  recognised  by  the  Board. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  was  recognised  by  the  Board  of  New 
South  Wales.  The  Victorian  law  was  a  very  liberal  one,  and  a  man  who 
could  not  qualify  under  it  and  get  a  certificate,  ought  not  to  be  able  to  get. 
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a  certificate  over  our  own  people,  who  had  to  serve  three  years  before  they 
could  get  one, 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes  :  As  a  matter  of  fact,  will  foreign  colleges  be 
recognised  by  the  Board  ? 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  the  clause  was  wide  enongh  to  include  any  schools 
or  colleges  of  pharmacy  throughout  the  whole  world.  The  object  of  the 
words  “  recognised  by  the  Board  ”  was  a  very  proper  one.  If  other 
colonies  or  countries  would  not  recognise  our  certificates,  we  would  not 
recognise  their  certificates  ;  and,  in  that  way,  we  would  use  a  lever  for  the 
benefit  of  our  registered  pharmacists  going  to  the  other  countries  or 
colonies.  It  was  a  wise  thing  to  give  the  Board  that  power. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes  did  not  see  that  it  touched  the  point  that  a  man 
should  only  be  permitted  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  provision  if  he  had  been 
in  business  for  two  years.  If  four  years  before  the  passing  of  the  Act  a 
man  was  a  compounder,  but  had  not  been  in  business  for  eighteen  months 
immediately  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  he  would  not  get  the  benefit  of 
the  Act. 

Mr.  Reid  :  If  a  man  has  been  in  business  for  three  years,  extending 
over  a  period  of  ten  years,  that  will  satisfy  the  provision. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes  said  he  had  been  told  by  a  leading  chemist  that 
several  men  with  high  diplomas  were  unable  to  sell  poisons  or  open  a 
druggist’s  shop  on  the  same  terms  as  an  ordinary  man.  A  man  who  got 
two  legally  qualified  practitioners  to  certify  to  his  fitness  should  be  put  on 
the  roll.  He  moved  : 

That  sub-clause  c  be  amended  by  the  omission  of  the  words  “not  less  than  two 
years.  ” 

Mr.  J.  C.  Watson  did  not  think  that  the  mere  question  of  time  a  man 
had  been  in  business  would  affect  his  fitness  to  dispense  medicines  ;  but 
the  production  of  a  certificate  signed  by  two  medical  men  would  be  a 
guarantee  as  to  his  fitness.  The  Board  would  not  be  appointed  to  see 
that  properly  qualified  men  were  dispensing  medicines  throughout  the 
colony.  It  would  be  a  close  corporation,  whose  interest  it  would  be  to 
restrict  the  number  of  competitors  in  the  trade  ;  and  the  tendency  would 
be  to  refuse  to  recognise  the  diplomas  of  a  great  number  of  colleges  or 
institutions  for  the  teaching  of  chemistry. 

Mr.  Macdonald  hoped  that  in  the  interests,  not  of  the  Board,  but  of 
the  public,  the  amendements  would  not  be  agreed  to.  If  this  dis-qualifi- 
cation  were  removed  there  would  be  only  the  certificates  of  two  medical 
men  required.  He  was  told  that  it  was  very  easy  to  obtain  a  certificate 
tor  that  purpose  from  certain  medical  practitioners.  In  all  other  cases  the 
apprentice  had  to  pass  an  examination,  but  in  this  case  the  only  guarantee 
the  public  would  have  as  to  his  fitness  would  be  the  fact  that  he  had  been 
in  business  for  two  years.  Without  the  words  it  was  proposed  to  omit 
there  would  be  nothing  to  show  that  the  man  knew  any  more  about  drugs 
than  he  did. 
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Mr  Black  pointed  out  that  two  medical  practitioners  could  not  give  a 
certificate  which  would  be  genuine  unless  they  had  some  knowledge  of  the 
man’s  qualifications.  If  the  man  had  been  in  business  for  two  years  and 
the  doctors  knew  him  it  would  be  a  genuine  certificate. 

Mr.  J.  C.  L.  Fitzpatrick  said  he  agreed  with  the  clause  in  its  present 
form.  He  did  not  see  why  an  amendment  should  be  carried  which  would 
restrict  those  men  in  the  country  who  for  many  years  had  been  conducting 
their  business  in  a  creditable  manner. 

Mr.  Lonsdale  would  not  vote  for  the  amendment,  but  he  would 
suggest  that  the  period  should  be  reduced  to  twelve  months. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes  said  we  were  told  that  two  of  the  best  educated 
men  in  the  country  could  be  found  willing  to  swear  an  absolute  lie.  If 
that  were  so,  it  would  be  just  as  easy  to  get  any  landlord  to  swear  that  a 
man  had  kept  a  chemist’s  shop  for  the  last  twenty  years.  He  saw  no 
reason  why  this  two  years  should  be  considered  any  greater  security  for 
bringing  a  better  set  of  men  into  the  business  than  having  no  restriction 
at  all. 

Mr.  Macdonald  said  that  he  was  not  a  pharmacist  or  a  chemist. 
What  he  did  in  relation  to  the  Bill  was  done  at  the  request  of  men  in  the 
profession.  If  we  did  away  with  the  two  years,  there  would  be  no  re¬ 
striction  at  all,  except  that  of  obtaining  a  certificate.  He  had  been 
informed  that  it  was  quite  possible  to  obtain  a  certificate  very  easily.  A 
man  ought  to  have  been  in  the  business  for  a  certain  time  before  he  was 
registered. 

Amendment  (by  Mr.  Jessep)  agreed  to  : 

That  at  the  end  of  sub-section  l>  the  words  “  or  friendly  society  ”  be  added. 

Mr.  Macdonald  pointed  out  that  under  this  clause  any  assistant  who 
was  employed  for  three  years  in  a  chemist’s  shop  might  get  registered 
without  being  in  any  way  qualified.  He  moved  : 

That  after  the  word  “druggist,”  at  the  end  of  sub-clause  c,  the  words  “  and  has 
passed  a  preliminary  examination  under  this  Act  ”  be  added. 

Mr.  Reid  said  he  had  thought  the  matter  out,  and  he  considered  it 
only  fair  not  to  put  too  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  assistants  and 
apprentices.  We  knew  that  a  chemist  did  not  keep  a  youth  for  three 
years  in  his  shop  without  making  a  great  deal  of  use  of  him  in  dispensing 
and  other  work.  If  we  put  an  examination  in  the  way  of  a  man  in  this 
way,  he  confessed  that  he  did  not  like  it.  A  deputation  of  leading 
chemists  waited  upon  him  a  few  days  ago,  when  he  pointed  out  that  he 
was  determined  to  insert  this  clause  for  the  assistants,  and  as  far  as  he 
knew  they  had  no  objection  to  it,  although  he  admitted  that  they  would 
like  to  have  various  examinations.  He  put  this  clause  in  deliberately  in 
order  that  men  who  had  been  dispensing  for  three  years  should  have  a 
chance  of  being  registered  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  rest. 

Mr.  Edden  said  the  measure  was  one  which  affected  the  lives  and  the 
health  of  the  public  generally,  and,  seeing  the  progress  which  had  been 
made,  he  suggested  to  the  Premier  that  the  Committee  should  adjourn. 
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Mr.  Reid  :  What  rubbish ;  the  Bill  has  been  thoroughly  threshed  out, 
and  has  given  satisfaction  ! 

Mr.  Macdonald :  With  the  consent  of  the  Committee,  I  will  withdraw 
the  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Gormly  said  that  where  an  assistant  had  been  for  a  number  of 
years  in  another  colony,  it  would  be  too  much  to  expect  him  to  remain  in 
this  colony,  should  he  come  here,  an  assistant  for  three  years  before 
obtaining  a  certificate. 

Mr.  Reid :  He  would  not  have  to  remain  for  three  years.  He  could 
pass  the  examination  ! 

Mr.  Gormly  thought  that  if  he  remained  here  for  two  years,  he  should 
be  able  to  obtain  the  necessary  certificate. 

Mr.  Reid  said  there  was  a  Pharmacy  Act  of  a  liberal  character  in 
Victoria,  and  a  man  who  had  been  for  two  years  in  business  in  Victoria 
could  easily  pass  the  examination  they  had  there,  and  come  to  the  Board 
with  a  certificate  as  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Ball  did  not  think  there  was  any  necessity  to  serve  for  three 
years  or  any  other  stated  period  so  long  as  assistants  were  able  to  pass  an 
examination.  If  they  were  able  to  pass  an  examination  why  should  they 
not  be  able  to  obtain  a  certificate  at  once. 

Mr.  Reid  said  there  must  be  a  certain  amount  of  practical  work  done  ; 
but  three  years  was,  he  admitted,  too  long  a  period.  He  would  alter  it 
to  two  years. 

Mr.  Ball  :  I  fail  to  see  the  necessity  for  any  period  ! 

Amendment  (by  Mr.  Reid)  agreed  to  : 

That  the  word  “  three  ”  be  omitted  with  a  view  to  the  insertion  of  the 
word  “  two.” 

Motion  (by  Mr.  Macdonald)  proposed  : 

That  after  the  word  “  prescriptions  ”  the  word  “  and  ”  be  inserted. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes  thought  some  reason  should  be  stated  for  the 
amendment. 

Mr.  Gormly  objected  to  the  way  in  which  the  Premier  accepted 
amendments  which  could  not  be  inserted  in  the  clause  without  making  it 
read  in  a  very  undesirable  manner. 

Amendment  negatived. 

Clause  13  (Who  may  be  present  at  examinations.) 

Mr.  Affleck  asked  what  was  the  use  of  the  clause  ? 

Mr.  Reid  said  there  might  be  all  sorts  of  complaints  when  examin¬ 
ations  were  conducted  far  away  from  the  metropolis,  and  this  clause 
gave  the  Governor  power  to  send  someone  to  superintend  examinations. 

Mr.  Edden  did  not  see  why  “any  person”  authorised  by  the 
Governor  should  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  an  examination.  Was  the 
Governor  competent  to  recommend  somebody  who  should  be  present  ? 
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Mr.  Reid  :  That  means  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council  ! 

Mr.  Edden  said  that  made  the  matter  worse.  Did  any  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  understand  medicines  that  would  improve  the  circulation  of  the 
blood  and  so  forth.  Hon.  members  might  think  that  he  was  joking,  but 
in  his  opinion  this  was  one  of  the  most  important  clauses  in  the  Bill,  and 
no  explanation  had  been  made  by  the  Premier  why  the  clause  should 
be  passed. 

Clause  agreed  to. 

Clause  16  (Death  of  registered  pharmacist.) 

Mr.  J.  C.  Watson  said  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  clause  would  pre¬ 
clude  anyone  from  selling,  together  with  the  business,  the  name  under 
which  it  was  carried  on. 

Mr.  Reid  said  the  clause  would  not  prevent  that.  During  six  months 
the  executors  would,  in  the  interests  of  the  estate,  sell  the  business, 
because  after  that  period  it  would  go  from  them,  and  if  it  was  worth  their 
while  to  sell  the  name  with  it,  and  they  could  get  more  money  for  the 
business  by  so  doing,  we  might  depend  they  would  do  it. 

Clause  agreed  to. 

Clause  19  (Penalty  for  practising  medicine  or  surgery  or  prescribing.) 

Mr.  Robert  Jones  thought  that  the  marginal  note  required  alteration. 
Why  was  the  word  “  prescribed  ”  used  there  ? 

Mr.  Affleck  :  Strike  out  the  clause,  it  is  of  no  use  ! 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  he  had  gone  into  this  matter  with  some  chemists 
He  admitted  that  the  clause  had  not  been  drawn  by  a  chemist,  but  by  a 
member  of  another  profession.  As  the  clause  orginally  stood,  it  contained 
the  words  “  who  practises  medicine  or  surgery  or  prescribes  shall  be 
guilty,”  and  so  on.  He  altered  that,  but  unfortunately  he  did  not  alter  the 
marginal  note.  But  all  the  body  of  the  clause  was  right,  because  the 
penalty  did  not  attach  to  any  chemist  or  person  employed  by  a  chemist, 
who  practises  medcine  or  surgery  ...  in  accordance  with  any  rights  and  privileges 
enjoyed  hitherto  by  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  in  their  open 
shops. 

That  meant  that  all  that  they  had  been  accustomed  to  do  before  this  Bill 
was  passed  they  would  be  able  to  do  after  it  was  passed.  That  protected 
them  sufficiently.  The  clause  as  it  stood  originally  was  a  very  harsh  one, 
and  would  have  prevented  chemists  from  doing  the  most  simple  little  piece 
of  prescribing  ;  but  the  words  that  had  been  inserted  protected  them  from 
any  penalty  so  long  as  they  simply  acted  in  accordance  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  they  had  enjoyed  before  the  Bill  passed.  They  would  have  the 
right  to  deal  with  people  who  came  into  their  shops.  However,  if  there 
was  any  objection  to  the  clause  he  would  be  willing  to  have  it  negatived. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Watson  thought  that  the  Committee  would  do  a  very 
peculiar  thing  if  they  lett  the  clause  in  this  Bill.  It  was  trying  by  a  side¬ 
wind  to  pass  a  clause  which,  if  it  were  in  a  Medical  Bill,  the  House  would 
never  pass. 
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Mr.  Gormly  thought  the  clause  was  a  very  undesirable  one. 

Clause  negatived. 

Clause  20.  (ii)  The  Board  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  make  regu¬ 
lations  dealing  with  the  following  matters  . — 

•  •  •  •  •  •  .  •  •  ••••*» 

The  Board  may  also  in  those  regulations  impose  any  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds 
ifor  any  breach  of  the  same. 

Mr.  Affleck  said  this  was  a  very  critical  clause.  At  present  store¬ 
keepers  were  not  allowed  to  sell  bluestone  to  settlers  ;  but  he,  as  a  store¬ 
keeper,  did  not  hesitate  to  say  that  he  had  sold  it,  notwithstanding  that  the 
Act  said  it  should  not  be  done.  He  thought  that  the  storekeepers  ought 
,not  to  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  £io.  He  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  same  ”  the  following 
■words  :  —  “  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  bluestone.” 

If  these  words  were  not  inserted  the  settlers  would  be  very  much  worse  off. 
If  storekeepers  were  prevented  from  selling  bluestone,  the  unfortunate 
farmers,  instead  of  paying  4d.  or  5d.  a  lb.  as  they  did  now,  would  have 
to  pay  something  like  2s.  6d. 

Mr.  Reid  submitted  that,  inasmuch  as  the  regulations  which  the  Board 
was  empowered  to  make  had  nothing  to  do  with  bluestone,  or  the  selling 
.of  anything,  the  amendment  was  not  in  order. 

The  Chairman  :  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  proposed  amendment  is 
Beyond  the  scope  of  the  clause. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Watson  did  not  think  there  was  any  great  advantage  in  pro¬ 
viding,  in  sub-clause  ii,  that  the  regulations  should  be  laid  before  both 
Louses  of  Parliament  after  they  were  gazetted.  He  thought  it  would  be 
.much  better  to  provide  that  the  regulations  should  be  laid  on  the  table  of 
.each  House  before  they  were  gazetted. 

Mr.  Reid  :  It  is  an  Executive  act  which  the  House  cannot  do.  It  is 
•the  usual  thing  ;  it  is  done  every  day  ! 

Clause  agreed  to. 

The  Bill  was  then  reported  with  amendments. 

Bill  recommitted  for  the  re-consideration  of  clauses  i,  ii,  and  16,  and 
or  the  consideration  of  a  new  clause. 

In  Committee  (recommittal) : 

Clause  i.  On  the  commencement  of  this  Act  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South 
Wales  (in  this  act  called  “  the  board  ”)  shall  be  and  is  hereby  constituted,  and  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Governor  may, 
by  proclamation  in  the  Gazette ,  appoint  from  among  those  persons  whom  he  considers 
eligible  for  registration  under  this  act  :  Provided  that  the  number  of  members  of  the 
board  shall  at  no  time  be  more  than  eight. 

....«*•«••• 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  in  consequence  of  the  language  of  the  Poisons  Act 
of  1876,  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  formal  amendment  in  the  clause.  He 
moved  : 

That  the  words  “  in  this  act  called  ‘  the  board  ’  shall  be  and  is  hereby  constituted” 
=be  omitted  with  the  view  to  the  insertion  in  their  place  of  the  following  words  : — “as 
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constituted  by  the  Poisons  Act  of  1876  shall  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved,  and  in  its  place 
a  board  to  be  called  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  New  South  Wales,  in  this  act  called  ‘  the 
board,’  is  hereby  constituted.  The  board  shall  administer  the  provisions  of  the  said;. 
Poisons  Act  in  place  of  the  board  hereby  dissolved.” 

Amendment  agreed  to  ;  clause,  as  amended,  agreed  to. 

Clause  11.  A  person  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist,  and  shall  receive 
from  the  board  a  certificate  in  the  form  of  Schedule  III  to  this  act,  if  he  is  of  the  full  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  — 

(a)  has  before  the  twenty-first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  for  not  less  than  two  months  been  in  business  on  his  own  account 
as  a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  ; 

(J)  has  before  the  day  aforesaid  served  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  for  not 
less  than  three[months  as  an  apprentice,  dispensing  assistant,  or  compounder  to 
a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop,  or  in  a  dispensary  in  connection  with  any  hos¬ 
pital  under  the  management  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist  ;  or 

(0)  has,  before  the  commencement  of  this  act,  for  not  less  than  two  years  been  in- 
business  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  on  his  own  account  as  a  pharmacist 
keeping  open  shop,  and  produces  to  the  board  a  certificate  signed  by  two  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioners  that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  dispense  the 
prescriptions  of  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners  ;  or 

id)  has  for  not  less  than  three  years  before  the  commencement  of  this  act  been  in 
the  colony  of  New  South  Wales  an  assistant,  or  compounder,  or  apprentice,  in 
the  business  of  afpharmacist  keeping  open  shop,  or  in  a  dispensary  in  connection 
with  ‘any  hospital  or  friendly  society  under  the  management  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  and  produces  to- 
the  board  a  certificate  signed  by  two  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners  that 
he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  legally  qualified* 
medical  practitioners  ;  or 

(e)  holds  a  certificate  or  diploma  of  competency  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or 
chemist  and  druggist  or  pharmacist  from  any  college  or  board  of  pharmacy 
recognised  by  the  board  ;  or 

(/)  holds  a  certificate  issued  under  the  Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons  Act,  1876  (not  being, 
a  certificate  granted  under  the  proviso  to  section  eleven  of  that  act)  that  he  is- 
duly  qualified  to  be  a  dealer  in  poison  ;  or 

(y)  fulfils  the  following  conditions— 

(I)  has  passed  an  examination,  called  the  preliminary  examination,  before- 
examiners  appointed  under  this  act  in  his  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  the 
English  and  Latin  languages,  and  has  afterwards  served  for  not  less  than  two 
years  as  an  apprentice  in  the  business  or  a  registered  pharmacist  in  the  colony 
of  New  South  Wales,  keeping  open  shop  for  the  purpose  of  dispensing  and 
compounding  medical  prescriptions  ; 

( I I )  has  attended  one  course  of  lectures  and  passed  examinations  in  each  of  the 
following  subjects  at  the  University  of  Sydney,  or  some  school  or  college  of 
pharmacy  recognised  by  the  board,  namely  : — Chemistry,  practical  chemistry,, 
botany,  and  materia  medica  ;  and 

(hi)  has  passed  an  examination  before  examiners  appointed  under  this  act  in>. 
the  subject  of  practical  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Reid  thought  that  we  should  omit  from  sub-clause  a  the  words 
“  for  not  less  than  two  months.”  If  a  man  was  in  business  on  his  own 
account  as  a  pharmacist  on  or  before  the  21st  August,  1 8 76,  and  was  still 
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in  business,  he  might  safely  be  registered,  because  two  months  might  prove 
fatal  to  a  man.  He  moved  : 

That  the  words  “  for  not  less  than  two  months  ”  be  omitted  from  sub-clause  a. 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Reid  said  he  had  received  a  number  of  communications  from 
different  parts  of  the  colony  putting  to  him  all  sorts  of  cases.  He  had  been 
anxious,  as  far  as  he  could,  to  deal  with  people  who  had  been  in  business. 
He  had  had  brought  before  him  the  case  of  a  man  who  had  been  for  a  long 
time  in  a  dispensary  in  a  hospital  over  which  a  doctor  presided,  and  who 
would  be  excluded  from  the  benefit  of  the  clause,  because  the  hospital  was 
not  under  the  management  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  chemist,  or  druggist. 
He  moved  : 

That  sub-clause  b  be  amended  by  the  omission  of  the  words  “under  the  management 
of  a  registered  pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist.” 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Read  said  it  had  been  pointed  out  to  him  that  it  would  be  very 
hard  if  a  number  of  men  who  had  been  in  business,  not  for  two  years  but 
for  a  shorter  time  before  the  commencement  of  the  Act,  were  not  allowed 
to  qualify  themselves  for  registration.  There  would  always  be  some  hard 
cases  ;  but  he  thought  it  would  be  a  fair  thing  to  reduce  the  period  to  one 
year.  He  moved  : 

That  the  words  “  two  years  ”  be  omitted  from  sub-clause  c  with  the  view  to  the  in¬ 
sertion  in  their  place  of  the  words  “  one  year.” 

Mr.  Robert  Jones  thought  it  was  rather  a  short  time  to  fix.  If  we  were 
going  to  give  these  men  the  power  to  deal  with  poisons  freely  under  this 
bill  it  would  complicate  matters.  If  we  gave  them  the  right  to  handle  and 
compound  poisons,  they  should  be  very  well  qualified.  After  the  passing 
of  the  bill  some  chemists  who  had  not  hitherto  been  afforded  the  opportunity 
by  the  Poisons  Act  would  have  an  opportunity  to  handle  and  compound 
poisons  freely,  and  therefore  he  thought  one  year  was  a  very  short  time  to  fix. 

Mr.  Molesworth  said  the  sub-clause  did  not  deal  with  future  cases,  but 
with  a  set  of  circumstances  which  had  grown  up  in  the  absence  of  a  phar¬ 
macy  act.  It  was  fairly  safeguarded  by  the  provision  requiring  the 
production  of  a  certificate,  signed  by  two  legally  qualified  medical  prac¬ 
titioners,  that  the  man  was  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  dispense  prescriptions. 

Mr.  Willis  desired  to  move  an  amendment  to  sub-clause  c  to  provide 
that  the  certificate  need  be  signed  by  only  one  instead  of  two  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioners.  At  Brewarrina  there  was  a  chemist  named 
Mr.  Kelly,  who  would  have  to  obtain  a  certificate  from  two  doctors,  and 
there  was  only  one'doctor  in  the  town. 

Mr.  Reid  :  He  has  prescribed  for  a  lot  of  doctors  who  have  since 
removed  from  that  town  to  other  parts  of  the  colony,  and  he  could  write 
to  some  of  them  andfget  a  certificate  without  any  trouble ! 

Mr.  Morgan  desired  to  amend  sub-clause  cZ  by  making  the  period  two 
years  instead  of  three. 
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Mr.  Reid  thought  that  an  amendment  which  he  intended  to  move 
would  meet  the  object  which  the  hon.  gentleman  had  in  view.  There  was 
no  doubt  that  the  clause  as  it  stood  might  operate  very  hardly,  but  he  in¬ 
tended  to  prevent  any  hardship  by  providing  that  if  any  one  were 
apprenticed  for  only  six  months  before  the  commencement  of  the  act  he 
could  work  out  the  rest  of  his  time  after  the  commencement  of  the  act,  and 
thus  his  rights  would  be  preserved.  It  was  only  fair  that  he  should  be 
allowed  to  date  his  time  from  the  day  he  began  his  apprenticeship.  It  was 
considered  absolutely  necessary  that  apprentices  should  serve  three  years, 
and  a  boy  who  did  not  do  so  would  not  be  recognised  if  he  went  to  any  of 
the  other  colonies.  To  protect  the  interests  of  those  who  were  apprenticed 
before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  although  they  did  not  serve  three  years  before 
that  took  place,  the  time  they  did  serve  then  should  count  to  their  credit 
until  three  years  after  the  passing  of  the  Act.  He  therefore  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  years,”  sub-clause 
d ,  the  following  words  : — “either  wholly  or  partly.” 

Mr.  Morgan :  What  would  happen  in  the  event  of  the  chemist  to 
whom  he  was  apprenticed  shutting  up  shop  ?  . 

Mr.  Reid  said  he  could  go  into  another  shop. 

Mr.  Morgan  :  He  might  not  be  able  to  get  an  assignment ! 

Mr.  Reid  asked  the  hon.  member  whether  an  apprentice  should  be 
granted  a  certificate  if  he  passed  an  examination  after  having  been  appren¬ 
ticed  only  one  year  ? 

Mr.  Morgan  :  I  proposed  two  years  ! 

Mr.  Reid  said  three  was  the  time  all  over  the  world. 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Reid  said  he  found  that  there  was  no  such  person  as  a  “  com¬ 
pounder  ’’ ;  therefore  he  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  omitting  the  word  “compounder,”  sub¬ 
clause  d. 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Reid :  To  provide  for  the  case  of  a  doctor  who  might  be  the 
manager  of  a  dispensary,  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  omitting  from  sub-clause  d  the  words  : 
“  under  the  management  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist 
and  druggist.” 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Amendment  (by  Mr.  Laughlin)  agreed  to  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  holds,”  sub-clause 
yt  the  following  words  : — “  or  has  held.” 

Mr.  Reid  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  Act,”  in  sub-clause 
g,  the  following  words  : — “or  acknowledged  by  the  board.” 

This  would  enable  the  Board  to  recognise  an  apprentice  if  he  had 
passed  a  Preliminary  Examination  before  other  examiners,  and  the 
apprentice  might  be  credited  with  having  passed  that  examination. 
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On  Friday.  October  16th,  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros,  Limited,  invited  all  the 
leading  pharmacists  of  the  colony  to  an  inspection  of  the  recent  additions 
they  had  made  to  their  already  extensive  plant  for  the  manufacture  of 
all  kinds  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products.  About  125  members 
of  the  profession  responded  to  the  firm’s  invitation,  and  were  escorted 
round  the  laboratories  and  acid  works  by  Mr.  George  Elliott,  and  the 
directors  and  managers  of  the  various  departments.  The  whole  of  the 
extensive  plant  was  in  full  working  order,  and  the  visitors  were  allowed 
every  facility  for  inspecting  the  various  most  modern  and  perfect 
machinery,  which  had  been  recently  imported  and  erected  at  great  expense. 
Dr.  J.  F.  Elliott  lately  visited  all  the  large  manufacturing  centres  of 
Europe  and  America,  and  was  able  to  secure  the  best  and  most  modern 
appliances.  The  factories  stand  upon  a  block  of  land  facing  Iron  Cove, 
and  intersected  by  Terry-street,  Rozelle.  The  land  has  an  area  of  about 
15  acres,  and  has  an  extensive  water  frontage.  The  original  works  erected 
by  Dr.  George  Elliott  about  30  years  ago  have  now  given  place  to  more 
modern  and  effective  structures,  erected  of  late  years  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  J.  F.  Elliott.  Among  the  chief  of  these  improvements  is  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  Glover  and  Gay  Lussac  towers  for  the  saving  of  the  by-products 
and  the  conservation  of  the  heat  of  the  burning  sulphur  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid.  The  vast  towers  consist  of  walls  of  lead? 
lined  with  vitrified  bricks,  and  filled  with  English  flints.  The  lead  used 
is  upwards  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  and  is  burned  together  by  means  of 
the  oxy-hydrogen  blowpipe,  no  solder  being  used  in  any  of  the  joints. 
New  furnaces  for  the  burning  of  sulphur  and  the  further  economising  of 
fuel  have  been  designed  and  erected  by  Dr.  Elliott.  The  fumes  are 
conducted  from  these  burners  to  the  towers,  and  thence  to  gigantic 
leaden  chambers,  in  all  nine  in  number,  with  a  capacity  of  over 
200,000  cubic  feet.  Among  the  recent  additions  may  be  mentioned  the 
new  refining  house  for  the  final  concentration  of  the  acid.  This  plant 
consists  of  large  leaden  evaporating  pans,  from  whence  the  acid  flows  into, 
vessels  made  of  pui  e  platinum,  specially  constructed  by  Messrs.  Johnson 
and  Mathey,  of  Hatton  Garden,  London,  at  a  cost  of  over  £3000.  The 
sulphuric  acid  in  its  now  finished  condition  is  forced  by  compressed  air  to

large,  new  packing  sheds,  situated  on  the  brow  of  the  hill,  and  is  packed 
in  stoneware  jars  for  delivery.  In  all  40,000  jars  of  a  capacity  of  two 
gallons  each  are  at  present  being  employed  for  this  purpose.  Beside  the 
acid  thus  delivered,  immense  quantities  are  delivered  to  those  customers 
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whose  works  have  a  waterside  approach  in  a  steam  launch,  which  is  fitted 
with  large  leaden  tanks  and  specially  arranged  air  pumps  to  facilitate  the 
delivery  of  the  highly  corrosive  liquid. 
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But  oil  of  vitriol  is  by  no  means  the  only  product  of  the  acid  works. 
Large  quantities  of  nitric  acid,  spirit  of  salt,  liquid  ammonia,  and  other 
chemicals  are  prepared,  such  as  bisulphite  and  chloride  of  lime,  sulphate 
of  iron,  &c.,  all  of  which  have  special  separate  buildings  and  appliances. 
One  noticeable  feature  of  these  works  is  the  absence  of  all  noxious  fumes 
or  disagreeable  odours.  The  fact  that  a  portion  of  the  grounds  have  been 
turned  into  a  park,  and  have  been  planted  with  numerous  trees  and 
delicate  shrubs,  proves  the  purity  of  the  atmosphere,  and  the  health  of  the 
men  employed  is  far  above  that  of  any  of  those  engaged  is  similar  work  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  state  of  cleanliness  which 
is  insisted  upon  by  the  managers  of  all  departments.  Such  a  thing  as  a 
fatal  accident  is  unknown,  in  spite  of  the  dangerous  nature  of  the 
chemicals  handled.  At  the  main  entrance  there  have  been  recently 
erected  offices  in  Elizabethian  style,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business 
manager,  Mr.  James  Elliott,  and  his  staff  of  clerks. 

On  the  south  side  of  Terry-street  and  opposite  to  the  acid  works  are 
situated  the  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  laboratories,  in  which  are 
manufactured  the  pure  chemical  salts  used  in  medicine  and  the 
pharmauectical  products.  Tho  buildings,  constructed  of  brick,  with  tiled 
roofs,  have  a  floor  area  of  over  20,000  square  feet.  As  will  be  seen 
by  the  illustration,  the  central  hall,  in  which  is  placed  most  of  the 
heavier  machinery,  is  a  spacious  and  lofty  building.  Prominent  among 
the  appliances  depicted  will  be  seen  two  vacuum  pans  for 
concentrating  vegetable  extracts  and  infusions  at  a  low  temperature. 
Here  is  also  a  centrifugal  drier  for  the  rapid  dessication  of  crystalline 
products,  which  excited  considerable  attention  among  the  visitors.  An 
emulsifying  apparatus  for  the  preparation  of  emulsions  and  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  finer  perfumes  was  also  exhibited  in  full  work,  as  well 
as  filter  pumps  and  hydraulic  presses  for  the  exhaustion  of  crude  drugs. 
Ranged  along  the  southern  side  of  the  building,  from  whence  the  view 
was  taken,  there  stands  a  row  of  20  large  copper  and  enamelled  iron 
stem  jacketed  pans  for  the  concentration  of  decoctions  and  solutions 
which  require  gentle  heat  and  delicate  treatment.  The  size  of  these 
vessels  ranges  from  450  gallons  downwards.  The  steam  supply  is  obtained 
from  a  50  horse-power  Galloway  boiler,  manufactured  by  the  well-known 
firm  of  Hoskins  and  Co.,  Sydney,  and  the  motive  power  by  one  of  Tangye’s 
most  modern  engines.  The  machinery  in  this  hall  was  for  the  most  part 
specially  designed  and  selected  by  Dr.  Elliott,  and  the  work  of  erection  of 
the  same  was  most  skilfully  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Chapman  and  Co. 
Adjoining  the  machinery  hall  there  is  a  department  devoted  to  the 
manufacture  of  pills,  tablets,  and  similar  preparations.  This  plant 
comprises  special  machinery  for  sifting  and  mixing  the  ingredients,  for 
piping  and  cutting  the  pill  masses,  and  for  coating  with  sugar  or  pearl  the 
finished  pills ;  and  the  specimens  of  work  produced  in  the  presence  of  the 
visitors  proved  that  the  pills  produced  were  equal  in  appearance  and 
finish  to  any  made  in  England  or  America.  Great  interest  was  shown  in 
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the  new  tablet  machine,  which  was  discharging  a  continuous  stream  of 
chlorate  of  potash  tablets.  In  another  department  there  is  a  group  of 
three  rooms  devoted  as  a  testing  room,  where  all  products  are  submitted 
to  pharmacopoeia  tests  before  they  leave  the  factory  ;  and  two  specially 
constructed  rooms  for  the  manufacture  of  scale  and  granular  preparations. 
In  one  of  these  rooms  was  seen  a  workman  producing  citrate  of  iron  and 
quinine,  and  in  the  other  the  well-known  granular  effervescing  citrate  of 
magnesia  was  being  prepared.  Many  of  the  visitors  had  never  had  an 
opportunity  of  witnessing  the  preparation  of  these  well-known  substances 
previously,  and  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  completeness  of  the 
plant  and  the  cleanliness  and  excellence  of  the  workmanship.  Adjoining 
this  department  are  rooms  for  bottling  and  packing  of  cordials  and  the 
storage  of  the  laboratory  products.  From  these  rooms  we  pass  to  the 
bonded  laboratory,  where  all  spirituous  preparations  are  manufactured, 
such  as  tinctures,  essences,  perfumery,  &c.  The  tasteful  display  of 
perfumes  was  greatly  admired  by  the  visitors,  who  were  invited  to  judge 
for  themselves  of  the  excellence  of  the  quality,  which  was  declared  by 
many  to  be  equal  to  any  of  the  imported  brands.  Some  conception  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  operations  in  this  department  may  be  gained  from  the 
fact  that  20  large  casks  of  rectified  spirit  of  wine  lay  ready  to  be  converted 
into  the  various  medical  preparations,  while  the  walls  were  lined  from 
floor  to  ceiling  with  deep  shelves  laden  with  winchesters  of  the  finished 
products,  and  stacks  of  cases  waiting  for  shipment  in  bond  to  houses 
abroad.  Adjoining  this  department,  in  the  west,  there  are  the  bonded 
stores  for  customs  officers’  quarters,  room  customs  office,  and  bulk  stores 
for  the  reception  of  crude  drugs  awaiting  manufacture.  And  beyond  this 
we  have  bismuth  furnaces  and  the  plant  necessary  for  the  production  of 
the  various  salts  of  bismuth  used  in  medicine.  Among  the  exhibits  was  a 
trophy,  consisting  of  bags  of  bismuth  ore  from  various  parts  of  Australia, 
also  about  a  ton  of  metallic  bismuth  which  had  been  smelted  on  the 
premises,  and  large  glass  vessels  full  of  the  various  salts  of  bismuth  used 
in  medicine. 

Another  recent  addition  to  Messrs.  Elliott  Brothers’  manufactures 
is  the  machinery  necessary  for  the  crushing  and  grinding  of  the  drugs 
and  chemicals  used  in  medicine.  This  plant  consists  of  two  sets  of  burr 
stones,  three  sets  of  heavy  granite-edge  runners,  a  four-head  stamper 
battery,  besides  Chilian  mills,  steam  sifters,  &c.  The  motive  power  is 
supplied  by  a  pair  of  30-horse  power  Tangye  engines  A  special  feature 
of  this  department  is  that  the  firm  are  able  to  supply  to  their  customers 
drugs  freshly  ground,  guaranteed  absolutely  pure,  and  prepared  from  the 
finest  picked  ingredients.  Experience  has  proved  that  powdered  drugs 
obtained  from  abroad  have  deteriorated  with  age,  have  been  prepared 
from  inferior  material,  and  have  frequently  been  extensively  adulterated. 

The  above  description  of  the  extensive  laboratories  does  not  embrace 
a  vast  array  of  smaller  workshops  and  apparatus  which  go  to  make  the 
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full  complement  of  the  laboratories,  but  will  suffice  to  give  some  idea 
of  the  enterprise  and  progress  evinced  by  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  Limited. 

All  the  manufactured  products  of  the  laboratories  are  finally  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  firm’s  buildings  in  O’Connell-street,  where  samples  are  taken 
and  again  tested  in  the  scientific  department,  in  order  to  verify  former 
work  and  to  finally  certify  as  to  the  quality  of  all  products,  thus  providing 
additional  safeguards  against  the  possibility  of  error. 

The  position  of  scientific  director  to  the  firm  is  occupied  by  Dr.  J  F. 
Elliott,  who  personally  superintends  the  carrying  out  of  all  additions  and 
improvements  for  the  advancement  of  the  industries  under  his  charge,  and 
whose  great  experience  in  other  parts  of  the  world  is  bearing  abundant 
fruit  in  the  land  of  his  birth.  The  pharmaceutical  laboratories  are  under 
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the  management  of  Mr.  Fred  Wright,  who  for  many  years  has  occupied 
positions  as  lecturer  in  pharmacy,  materia  medica,  and  kindred  subjects 
in  this  colony.  The  management  is  ably  supported  by  an  efficient  staff 
of  experienced  and  trained  workmen,  and  the  display  of  their  capabilities 
was  favourably  commented  upon  by  the  visitors  to  the  laboratory. 

The  visit  of  inspection  being  ended,  the  company  adjourned  to 
luncheon,  and  after  the  company  had  done  justice  to  the  good  things 
provided,  Mr.  C.  Butcher,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
in  proposing  the  health  of  Messrs.  Elliott  Brothers,  said  : — 

“  It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  propose  on  this  festive  occasion  a  toast 
which  must  commend  itself  to  each  and  everyone  here  present ;  it  is  the 
toast  of  our  hosts,  ‘  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  Ltd.,’  and  must 
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mention  that  this  honour  has  fallen  upon  me  on  account  of  my  occupancy 
of  the  chair  in  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  this  colony, 
otherwise  I  should  have  been  pleased  if  this  duty  had  fallen  upon  some 
other  and  more  representative  pharmacist.  On  the  other  hand  I  am 
proud  to  have  this  opportunity,  as  having  been  for  some  years  in  the 
firms  employ  as  international  representative,  I  have  consequently  been 
in  closer  touch  with  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros,  th  in  have  the 
majority  of  those  here  present,  and  in  passing,  I  re-call  with  much 
pleasure  truly  happy  times  I  spent  in  this  connection  I  was  always 
treated  more  like  a  personal  friend  than  an  employee,  and  I  acknowledge 
the  many  kindnesses  and  good  offices  of  which  I  have  been  the  recipient 
during  the  last  12  or  13  years.  I  am  sure  that  all  present  are  pleased  to 
see  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  a  house  known  for  its  uprightness  and  integrity, 
are  to  the  forefront  in  regard  to  the  proper  manufacture  of  both  chemicals 
and  also  galenical  preparations,  not  to  mention  the  insinuating  tabloid  ; 
and  I  am  assured  that  the  visit  of  inspection  which  we  have  just  enjoyed 
has  been  to  us  fraught  with  pleasure  and  profit,  and  withal  full  of  interest. 
I  must  congratulate  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros,  upon  the  happy  thought  which 
prompted  them  to  arrange  a  gathering  of  this  kind.  It  brings  the  chemists 
together  and  fosters  feelings  of  friendship  between  the  wholesale  and 
retail — chemists  unfortunately,  are  not  sufficiently  gregarious.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  this  is  owing  partly  to  their  calling,  and  a  departure  of 
this  kind  is  an  excellent  thing,  as  it  must  tend  to  enlighten  the  mind  and 
create  good  fellowship  and  a  more  extended  acquaintanceship  amongst  us. 
I  am  sure  that  to-day  we  all  heartily  congratulate  the  firm  upon  their 
progress,  and  the  pre-eminent  position  they  hold  among  the  manufacturing 
druggists  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere — a  pre-eminence  of  which  we  to  day 
have  had  ocular  demonstration,  and  to  thank  them  heartily  for  a  useful, 
instructive,  and  also  festive  visit.  We  wish  them  continued  prosperity 
and  that  satisfaction  which  comes  of  having  done  well  which  their  pro 
gressive  policy  so  fully  merits.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  ask  you  to  rise,  and 
accept  from  me  the  toast— our  hosts,  ‘The  Firm.’”;  and  in  response 
Mr.  G.  Elliott,  chairman  of  directors,  said : — 

“  Mr.  Butcher,  and  gentlemen  of  the  retail  trade,— A  curious 
feature  of  the  trade,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  smallness  of  the  available 
market,  is  that  we  are  called  upon  to  manufacture  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  and  fine  and  rough  chemicals.  In  Europe,  where  a  laage 
market  exists,  these  three  branches  are  separate  and  distinct ;  you  will, 
therefore,  see  we  are  called  upon  to  exercise  a  more  varied  and  compre¬ 
hensive  knowledge  than  the  manufacturer  of  Europe.  This  refers,  also, 
to  our  O’Connell-street  trade,  where  stock,  which  in  London  would 
represent  five  or  six  different  trades,  is  blended. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  machinery  and 
appliances  which  have,  no  doubt,  been  fully  explained  to  you,  but  I  should 
like  to  draw  your  attention  to  two  or  three  preparations  of  which  Dr. 
Jack  Elliott  and  our  laboratory  manager  (Mr.  Wright)  are  particularly 
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proud.  Foremost  is  the  bismuth  slats,  manufactured  from  bismuth  ores, 
obtained  in  New  South  Wales.  The  scale  preparations  are  also  con¬ 
sidered  perfect,  and  such  volatile  preparations  as  Sp.  nitre.  Sp.  ammon. 
decoctions,  and  infusions  are  without  doubt  better  if  freshly  made ;  this 
is  conclusively  proved  by  an  examination  which  we  lately  conducted  of 
Sp.  ether  nit.,  a  preparation,  as  you  well  know,  highly  valued  as  a  remedy, 
and  the  efficacy  of  which  is  due  to  the  available  nitrous-oxyde  gas.  We 
found  the  whole  of  the  imported  samples,  six  in  number,  had  deteriorated, 
and  in  no  case  did  we  find  more  than  2  vol.  per  cent,  of  available  gas, 
and  in  two  cases  only  1-2  vol.  per  cent,  was  discovered.  In  fact,  the 
whole  of  the  six  samples  were  practically  inert,  as  you  well  know  the 
freshly  prepared  articles  should  contain  8  per  cent.

The  greatest  difficulty  we  have  to  contend  against — and  it  is  one 
which  in  our  case  you  can  mitigate  to  an  extent — is  the  dislike  buyers 
have  to  anything  colonial.  Some  little  obscure  chemist  of  England  or 
America  circularises  the  trade,  or  a  traveller  calls,  and  the  chemists  and 
doctors  at  once  take  him  by  the  hand  to  the  detriment  of  a  firm  like 
ourselves.  To  inform  the  public  that  an  article  is  the  colonial  manufac¬ 
ture  of  a  reputable  firm  instead  of  being  a  guarantee  of  its  goodness  is  at 
once  to  damn  it;  the  public  shrug  its  shouldes,  and  ask  each  other  if 
anything  good  can  come  out  of  Nazareth. 

No  tariff  impositions  or  concessions  can  assist  the  manufacturer  one 
half  as  much  as  the  removal  of  this  feeling,  and  1  trust  the  time  is  not  far 
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distant  when  the  cant  cry  of  Australia  for  the  Australian  will  be  shown 
by  their  preferring  the  products  of  their  own  manufactories  to  those  of 
the  foreigner.  This  unfortunate  state  of  things  is  not  confined  to  our 
trade,  but  permeates  every  industry,  and  must  act  detrimentally  to  the 
colony  at  large.  If  this  feeling  could  be  overcome  it  would  be  a  national 
benefit  and  would  place  in  the  pockets  of  the  wage-earner  many  thousands 
of  pounds  which  now  finds  its  way  to  Europe  and  America. 

Our  acid  works  have  been  brought  quite  up  to  date.  Dr.  Elliott 
while  in  England  devoted  considerable  time  and  attention  to  this  branch 
of  our  trade.  The  manufacture  of  acid  has  undergone  vast  improvements 
of  late  years,  due  to  the  discovery  of  the  tower  system  by  Mr.  Glover, 
which  has  enabled  the  manufacturer  to  turn  out  the  finished  product  at 
a  saving  of  fully  25  per  cent.  Sulphuric  and  its  allied  acids  enter  so 
largely  into  the  arts  and  manufactures  that  it  is  said  a  nation’s  prosperity 
is  gauged  by  the  quantity  of  vitriol  used.  It  has  always  been  our 
endeavour  to  encourage  industries  whose  success  depends  on  the  price  acid 
can  be  obtained  at. 

Some  few  of  you  who  are  present  are  conversant  with  the  growth  of 
my  firm  from  the  time  when  we  occupied  a  poor  little  store  of  two  floors 
of  60  x  20  near  where  the  Post  Office  now  stands  up  to  the  present  time, 
when  the  trade  is  carried  on  in  the  palatial  buildings  at  O’Connell-street, 
with  a  large  and  prosperous  branch  house  at  Brisbane  and  chemical  works 
on  the  Brisbane  River  and  at  Balmain.  My  father  has  often  related  to 
me  the  struggles  and  vicissitudes  of  business  in  the  early  days  and  self- 
denial  he  had  to  exercise  which  enabled  him  to  place  the  firm  on  such  a 
solid  foundation  that  it  stands  with  an  untarnished  name,  after  nearly  50 
years  of  commercial  life,  and  has  weathered  many  financial  storms  which 
have  sent  many  strong  firms  to  shipwreck. 

I  have  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Butcher,  for  the  kind  way  in  which  you 
have  spoken  of  my  firm,  and  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  cordiality  shown  in 
endorsing  his  remarks.  It  affords  my  partners  and  myself  considerable 
pleasure  and  pride  in  seeing  such  a  representative  gathering  of  the  trade. 
This  we  take  not  only  as  a  compliment  to  the  firm,  but  as  showing  the 
interest  you  take  in  anything  affecting  the  trade.  It  is  a  further  pleasure 
for  me  to  recognise  amongst  you  many  whom  I  can  claim  as  personal 
friends.  It  is  a  well-known  saying  that  one  should  have  no  friends  in 
business,  but  my  experience  is  that  some  of  my  best  friends  are  classed  as 
constituents  of  the  firm. 

During  my  recent  visit  to  Europe  I  took  occasion  to  visit  some  of 
the  manufactories  whose  goods  are  held  in  high  repute  by  the  trade  here, 
and  I  was  struck  by  the  want  of  up-to-date  appliances  and  the  primitive 
way  in  which  pharmaceutical  preparations  were  manufactured. 

I  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  given  the  best  of  appliances  there 
was  no  reason  why  we  should  not  make  even  a  better  article  than  that 
sent  out  by  the  old  country. 
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Oh  my  return  the  matter  was  thoroughly  thrashed  out  with  my  • 
partners,  with  the  result  that  Dr.  Jack  Elliott  left  shortly  after  for 
Europe,  via  America,  commissioned  to  obtain  the  latest  and  most  suitable 
machinery,  with  the  idea  of  perfecting  our  manufactures.  He  visited 
many  of  the  leading  manufactories  both  in  America  and  England,  and 
naturally  picked  up  a  considerable  amount  of  information,  the  result  being 
the  erection  of  the  laboratories  which  you  have  to-day  inspected,  and 
which,  we  trust,  have  met  with  your  approval., 

A  further  inducement  which  led  us  to  remove  our  factory  from 
O’Connell-street  to  its  present  position  was,  that  we  considered  a  more 
perfect  supervision  was  necessary  over  the  manufactured  article.  In 
order  to  carry  out  this  idea  the  old  manufactory  at  O’Connell-street  has 
been  converted  into  a  scientific  testing  laboratory.  This  branch  is  quite 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  present  manufactory,  and  is  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Jopling,  a  South  Kensington  man  of  considerable  ability,  * 
and  a  staff  of  five  assistants.  > 

The  plan  adopted  is  as  each  batch  of  material  is  sent  from  Balmain 
to  the  store  it  is  sent  to  the  laboratory,  and  there  tested,  analysed,  and 
standardised,  and  compared  with  former  batches.  The  examination  being 
considered  satisfactory,  a  sample  is  drawn  for  future  reference,  and, 
being  marked  for  identification,  is  placed  on  one  side,  and  the  perfected 
article  is  sent  into  consumption.  This  plan  is  that  adopted  by  all  the 
large  American  houses,  and  is  a  guarantee  so  far  as  possible  of  a  perfect 
article.

I  may  here  draw  your  attention  to  the  passing  in  the  near  future  of, 
the  Public  Health  Bill,  and  the  security  we  consequently  offer  the  retail 
trade  under  this  plan.  I  will  read  the  clause  in  the  Bill  which  will  have 
to  be  carefully  avoided. 

The  chemist  will  at  any  time  be  liable  to  have  his  shop  raided  by 
the  authorised  servants  of  the  Act,  and  if  his  tinctures  are  not  up  to 
strength,  his  Sp.  nitre  and  sal  volatile  does  not  answer  the  tests,  or  his 
liniments  are  made  with  methylated  spirits  ;  in  fact,  if  everything  is  not 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  pharmacopaea  he  will  be  liable  to  fine  and 
imprisonment.  It  will  therefore  behove  him  to  have  everything  in  apple- 
pie  order.  The  retailer  has  not  sufficient  time  at  his  disposal  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  tests,  and  consequently  he  will  have  to  pin  his  faith  to 
his  wholesale  house. 

In  conclusion,  while  thanking  you  for  your  attendance  here  to-day, 
we  trust  your  visit  has  not  been  without  interest,  and  that,  assured  of 
your  help  and  kindly  feeling,  we  trust  to  successfully  compete  with  the 
foreign  manufacturer.” 

Dr.  J.  Elloitt  having  spoken,  and  Mr.  R.  T.  Bellemy  having 
responded  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  proceedings  came  to  an 
end. 
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Amendment  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  strong  representations  had  been  made  to  him  that 
any  attempt  to  qualify  apprentices  who  had  served  only  two  years,  would 
put  our  standard  below  the  standard  of  any  other  country,  three  years 
being  the  universal  time  for  apprentices,  and  he  proposed  to  alter  the 
clause  accordingly,  but  before  that,  in  order  to  prevent  possible  hardship 
he  proposed  to  leave  out  the  word  “  afterwards  ”  so  that  if  the  apprentice 
served  three  years,  even  before  the  Preliminary  Examination,  he  should 
not  be  debarred.  He  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  omitting  the  word  “  afterwards,”  sub-clause  g , 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Amendment  (by  Mr.  Reid)  agreed  to  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  omitting  the  word  “  two,”  sub-clause  g , 
with  a  view  to  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  three.” 

Mr.  Reid  said  it  might  happen  that  an  apprentice  attended  a  course 
of  lectures  other  than  those  mentioned  in  sub-clause  §,  but  which  was  a 
thoroughly  good  course.  To  enable  the  Board  to  recognise  that  as 
sufficient,  he  moved  : 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “lectures”  the 
following  words  : — “acknowledged  by  the  Board.” 

Amendment  agreed  to. 

Amendment  (by  Mr.  Reid)  agreed  to. 

That  the  clause  be  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “and,”  line  70>  the 
'following  words  : — “  has  also.” 

Clause,  as  amended,  agreed  to. 

Clause  16.  Upon  the  death  of  a  registered  pharmacist  in  business  as  a  pharmacist 
on  his  own  account,  on  the  day  of  his  death,  the  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of 
his  estate  may  continue  the  said  business  under  the  name  of  the  deceased  pharmacist  for 
a  period  of  six  months  and  no  longer  from  the  day  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  business  is  in  charge  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Affleck  moved  : 

That  the  words  “  for  a  period  of  six  months  and  no  longer  from  the  day  aforesaid  ” 
T>e  omitted. 

Where  a  chemist  died,  and  his  widow  carried  on  the  business,  she  was  re¬ 
quired  by  this  clause  to  employ  a  registered  chemist  for  the  purpose, 
and  yet  she  could  only  continue  the  business  for  a  period  of  six  months. 
^  hy  should  the  wddow  not  be  allowed  to  carry  on  the  business  for  any 
length  of  time  as  long  as  she  employed  a  registered  pharmacist  ? 

Mr.  Reid  said  he  would  accept  the  amendment. 

Amendment  agreed  to  ;  clause,  as  amended,  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Reid  moved  : 

That  the  following  stand  a  new  clause  to  follow  clause  18  : — “The  provisions  of 
sections  9,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  and  17  of  the  Poisons  Act  of  1876,  and  the  following 
words  in  section  21  of  that  Act  : — ‘  or  for  the  registration  of  persons  claiming  to  be 
registered  chemists  and  druggists,  in  the  event  of  sufficient  regulations  in  that  behalf 
■being  made  by  the  said  Board,’  are  hereby  repealed,  also  schedules  B  and  C  of  that  Act ; 
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and  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act  no  person  shall  receive  the  certificate  mentioned! 
in  section  io,  unless  he  be  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  r- 
Provided  always  that  in  places  remote  from  large  towns,  any  person  who  shall  produce  a 
certificate  according  to  schedule  D  of  the  Act  first  mentioned,  from  a  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioner  and  a  police  magistrate,  that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  be- 
allowed  to  sell  poisons  in  such  place,  shall  receive  a  certificate  as  a  dealer  in  poisons.” 

These  were  sections  which  governed  the  examination  for  admission  as  a. 
pharmacist  which  this  Bill  provided.  They  were  in  the  Poisons  Act  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  a  man  being  licensed  to  sell  poisons.  He  was. 
simply  repealing  those  parts  of  the  Poisons  Act  which  were  replaced  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  and  he  was  saving  the  proviso  that  in  places, 
remote  from  large  cities  any  person  might  get  a  certificate  to  sell  poisons.. 
Any  certificate  issued  before  this  Bill  became  law  would  be  protected. 

New  clause  agreed  to. 

Bill  reported  with  further  amendments  ;  report  adopted. 

'The  Bill  was  read  the  3rd  time  on  Wednesday,  October  21st,  and 
sent  to  the  Upper  House  and  read  the  rst  time  the  same  evening. 


THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BILL. 


Unwholesome  or  Adulterated  Food  and  Drugs. 

52.  (1)  Any  officer  of  the  board,  or  of  a  municipal  council  duly 

authorised  in  writing  by  the  mayor,  or  any  of  the  following  officers,  that  is 
to  say,  any  inspector  of  weights  and  measures,  or  superintendent,  inspector,, 
sub-inspector,  or  sergeant  of  police,  or  any  constable  specially  authorised 
by  the  Inspector-General  of  Police,  or  by  any  superintendent  of  police,  may, 
at  any  place  of  sale  or  elsewhere,  or  during  transit  towards  a  place  of  sale — 

(a)  on  payment  or  tender  to  any  person  dealing  in  any  food  or  drug 
or  having  it  for  sale,  or  his  agent  or  servant  of  the  value  thereof, 
demand  and  select  and  take  or  obtain  samples  (not  being  of  a 
quantity  greater  than  is  reasonably  requisite  for  the  purpose  of 
analysis)  of  the  said  food  or  drug ;  and 

(/>)  require  the  said  person  or  his  agent  or  servant  to  show  and  permit 
the  inspection  of  the  vessels  in  which  such  food  or  drug  is  at  the  time 
kept,  and  to  take  or  draw  therefrom  in  his  presence  the  samples 
demanded. 

(n)  Any  such  person  or  his  agent  or  servant  who,  being 
thereto  lawfully  required — 

(a)  on  payment  or  tender  of  the  value  thereof  as  aforesaid,  refuses  or 

wilfully  neglects  to  deliver  to  any  such  officer  any  such  sample,  or 
prevents  or  attempts  to  prevent  the  officer  from  selecting,  taking, 
or  obtaining  any  such  sample  ;  or 

(b)  wilfully  and  without  just  cause  refuses  or  neglects  to  show  to  the 

officer  or  refuses  to  permit  the  inspection  by  the  officer  of  such 
vessels  as  aforesaid,  or  obstructs  him  in  making  the  inspection,  or 
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refuses  or  neglects  to  take  or  draw  as  aforesaid  the  samples 
demanded, 

shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  and  in  case  of  a 
subsequent  offence  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds. 

(in)  when  any  officer  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  takes,  or  obtains  a  sample  of  any  food  or  drug,  such  food  or  drug 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  sold  to  such  officer  by  the  person  dealing  in 
it  or  having  it  for  sale  or  his  agent  or  servant  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Adulteration  Act,  notwithstanding  that  the  quantity  so  taken,  or  obtained 
may  be  less  than  the  quantity  which  the  person  dealing  in  the  food  or  drug; 
or  having  it  for  sale  is  authorised  to  sell  or  dispose  of  at  one  time. 

53.  The  person  purchasing  or  the  officer  taking  or  obtaining  any 
food  or  drug  with  the  intention  of  submitting  it  to  analysis  shall  thereupon 
notify  to  the  seller  or  person  dealing  in  the  food  or  drug,  or  having  it  for 
sale,  or  his  agent  or  servant,  his  intention  to  have  the  same  analysed  by  an 
analyst,  and  shall  offer  to  divide  the  food  or  drug  into  three  parts,  to  be 
then  and  there  separated,  and  each  part  to  be  labelled  or  marked  and  sealed 
or  fastened  up  in  such  manner  as  its  nature  will  permit ;  and  shall,  if 
required  to  do  so,  proceed  accordingly,  and  shall  deliver  one  of  the  parts- 
to  the  seller,  or  person  aforesaid,  or  his  agent  or  servant. 

He  shall  retain  one  of  the  said  parts  for  future  comparison,  and* 
submit  the  third  part,  if  he  thinks  fit,  to  the  analyst. 

54.  If  the  seller  or  person  dealing  in  the  food  or  drug  or  having  it 
for  sale  or  his  agent  or  servant  do  not  accept  the  offer  of  the  purchaser 
or  officer  aforesaid  to  divide  the  food  or  drug  in  his  presence,  the  analyst 
receiving  the  same  for  analysis  shall  divide  it  into  two  parts,  and  shall  seal 
or  fasten  up  one  of  those  parts,  and  retain  such  part  for  production  in  the 
event  of  proceedings  being  afterwards  taken  in  the  matter. 

55.  Any  analyst  analysing  any  food  or  drug  submitted  to  him  m 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Adulteration  Act  or  this  Act  may  give  a 
certificate  of  the  result  of  the  analysis  in  the  form  prescribed  ;  and  in  any 
proceedings  before  any  Court  or  Justices  the  production  of  a  certificate,, 
purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  analyst,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
identity  of  the  food  or  drug  analysed  and  of  the  result  of  the  analysis  with¬ 
out  proof  of  the  signature  of  the  person  appearing  to  have  signed  the  same. 

56.  (1)  Upon  complaint  on  oath  to  a  justice  that  the  complainant 
suspects  and  believes  that  any  food  unfit  for  human  consumption,  or  any 
drug  unfit  for  use  is  being  kept  for  sale  at  or  in  some  premises  or  place  to 
be  specified  in  such  complaint,  and  upon  reasonable  grounds  being  therein, 
shown  for  such  suspicion  and  belief,  the  justice  may  grant  a  warrant  to  any 
constable  to  enter  and  search  the  said  premises  or  place ;  and  such 
constable  may  break  open  any  doors  not  opened  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  demand,  and  may  seize  any  food  or  drug  which  he  may  then  and 
there  find,  and  any  vessels  in  which  the  same  is  at  the  time  kept. 

(11)  It  shall  thereupon  be  lawful  for  any  justice  to  grant  a 
summons  calling  upon  the  owner  of  the  food  or  drug,  or  the  person  in< 
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whose  possession  it  has  been  found,  to  appear  before  any  police  or 
stipendiary  magistrate,  or  any  two  justices  in  petty  sessions  to  show  cause 
why  the  food  or  drug  and  the  vessels  aforesaid  should  not  be  forfeited  and 
destroyed. 

(in)  Upon  the  said  owner  or  person  so  appearing,  or  if  after 
being  so  summoned  he  fails  to  appear,  the  said  magistrate  or  justices  may* 
after  inquiry  into  the  matter,  and  if  satisfied  by  reasonable  proof — 

(a)  that  the  food  was  in  such  premises  or  place  for  the  purpose  of 
being  sold  for  human  consumption  and  was  unfit  for  such 
consumption  ;  or 

(< b )  that  the  drug  was  in  such  premises  or  place  for  the  purpose  of 
being  used  or  sold,  and  was  unfit  for  use,  or  might,  if  sold  to  a 
purchaser  and  used  by  him  in  a  proper  manner,  injuriously  affect 
him ; 

adjudge  such  food  or  drug,  and  also  every  such  vessel  to  be  forfeited,  and 
the  same  shall  be  destroyed. 

In  default  of  such  reasonable  proof  the  food  or  drug  and  the  said 
vessels  shall  be  forwith  restored  to  the  owner  or  person  in  whose  possession 
they  were  found. 

57.  (1)  The  Governor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board  may 
by  regulation,  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which,  and  the  respective 
proportions  in  which,  the  antiseptics  or  the  antiseptic  preparations  therein 
mentioned  may  be  mixed  with  food  ;  and  any  food  with  which  any  anti¬ 
septic  or  antiseptic  preparation  has  been  mixed  in  contravention  of  any 
regulation  made  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

(11)  Any  person  who  sells  any  food  with  which  any  antiseptic 
or  antiseptic  preparation  mentioned  in  any  regulation  made  under  the  last 
preceding  subsection  has  been  mixed  shall,  unless  at  the  time  of  delivering 
the  food  he  gives  notice  to  the  person  receiving  the  same  by  a  label 
distinctly  and  legibly  written  or  printed  affixed  to  the  containing  vessel  or 
parcel  truly  specifying  the  nature  of  the  antiseptic  or  antiseptic  preparation 
and  the  proportion  in  which  it  is  present  in  the  food,  be  liable  for  each 
offence  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  and  for  any  subsequent 
offence  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

58.  No  person  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  section  four  or 
section  five  of  the  Adulteration  Act  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  food  or  of  a 
drug  not  recognised  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  mixed  with  any  matter 
or  ingredient  not  injurious  to  health  and  not  intended  fraudulently  to 
increase  its  bulk,  weight  or  measure,  or  to  conceal  its  inferior  quality,  if  at 
the  time  of  delivering  such  food  or  drug,  he  gives  notice  to  the  person 
receiving  the  same  by  a  label  distinctly  and  legibly  written  or  printed  affixed 
to  the  containing  vessel  or  parcel,  and  also  on  the  outside  wrapper  of  the 
food  or  drug,  in  characters  more  prominent  than  any  others  upon  any 
label  or  other  thing  upon  or  with  such  food  or  drug,  describing  such  food 
or  drug  as  a  mixture. 
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59  In  determining  whether  an  offence  has  been  committed  under 
•section  four  or  section  five  of  the  Adulteration  Act  by  selling  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  purchaser,  spirits  not  adulterated  otherwise  than  by  the 
admixture  of  water,  it  shall  be  a  good  defence  to  prove  that  such  admixture 
has  not  reduced  the  spirit  more  than  twenty-five  degrees  under  proof  for 
brandy,  whisky,  or  rum,  or  thirty-five  degrees  under-proof  for  gin. 

60.  In  any  prosecution  under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of 
the  Adulteration  Act  it  shall  be  no  defence  to  allege  that  the  purchaser 
having  bought  only  for  analysis  was  not  prejudice  by  the  sale,  nor  to  prove 
that  the  food,  or  the  drug,  the  subject  of  the  prosecution,  though  defective 
in  nature  or  in  substance  or  in  quality,  was  not  defective  in  all  three 
:respects. 

6 1.  Any  drug  sold  under  any  name  included  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  which  does  not  comply  with  the  description  given  of  and 
tests  prescribed  for  such  drug  in  the  latest  edition,  with  amendments,  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  shall,  unless  such  drug  be  included  in  a  list  of 
exceptions  published  in  the  Gazette ,  under  the  authority  of  the  Minister,  be 
deemed  to  be  a  drug  which  is  not  of  the  substance  of  the  drug  demanded 
,by  the  purchaser. 

62.  (1)  In  any  prosecution  under  the  Adulteration  Act  or  this  Act 
for  the  sale  of  any  food  or  drug,  it  shall  be  no  defence  that  the  defendant 
only  the  agent  or  servant  of,  the  owner  of,  or  person  dealing  in  the  food  or 
drug  or  having  the  same  for  sale,  but  the  agent  or  servant  and  the  owner 
or  person  aloresaid  shall  be  liable. 

(11)  If  the  defendant,  being  an  agent  or  servant,  prove  that  he 
•sold  the  food  or  drug  in  the  state  in  which  he  received  from  his  employer  or 
unaster,  and  without  knowledge — 

(a)  that  the  nature,  substance,  or  quality  was  not  that  of  the  food  or 

drug  demanded  by  the  purchaser  ;  or 

(b)  that  any  material  or  ingredient  had  been  mixed  with  the  food  or 

drug  contrary  to  any  provisions  of  the  said  Acts  ;  or 

(c)  that  the  food  or  drug  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  or  use  ;  or 

(d)  that  otherwise  any  provisions  of  the  said  Acts  with  regard  to  the 

nature,  substance,  or  quality  of  the  food  or  drug  had  been 

contravened. 

he  may,  notwithstanding  that  his  employer  or  master  has  been  convicted 
and  fined,  recover  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  from  his  employer 
or  master  the  amount  of  any  penalty  in  which  he  may  have  been  convicted 
in  respect  of  such  prosecution,  together  the  costs  thereof  paid  or  payable  by 
him  upon  his  conviction,  and  those  paid  or  payable  by  him  in  and  about 
-his  defence  thereto. 

Where  an  agent  or  servant  has  been  convicted  as  aforesaid,  the 
court  may,  if  it  thinks  fit,  suspend  the  operation  of  the  conviction  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  three  months,  to  enable  him  to  recover  from  his 
employer  or  master  the  penalty  and  costs  as  aforesaid. 
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63.  Sections  six,  seven,  ten,  and  eleven  of  the  Adulteration  Act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

64.  In  this  part,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires — 

“  Adulteration  Act  ”  means  the  Act  forty-second  Victoria  number 
fourteen. 

“  Analyst”  means  the  Government  Analyst,  and  includes  any  person- 
appointed  an  analyst  by  the  board  for  the  purposes  of  this  A.ct. 

“  Drug  ”  includes  medicines  for  internal  or  external  use. 

“Food  ”  in  this  Act  and  “article  of  food  or  drink”  in  the  Adultera¬ 
tion  Act  includes  every  article  used  for  food  or  drink  by  man 
other  than  drugs  or  water,  and  every  article  intended  to  enter  into 
or  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  human  food,  and  all  flavouring, 
matters,  condiments,  and  confectionery. 

65.  This  part  shall  be  construed  as  one  with  the  Adulteration  Act.

Pharmacy  Board. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  was 
held  on  September  18th.  Mr.  C.  Butcher  was  in  the  chair,  and  there- 
were  also  present  Messrs.  Bellemey,  Broth  wood,  Marshall,  Williams,  and 
J  ones. 

The  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  proposed 
Pharmacy  Bill,  a  copy  of  which  had  been  sent  to  the  Board  by  the 
Government. 

The  Bill  was  gone  through  clause  by  clause.  Several  minor  alter¬ 
ations,  chiefly  of  a  verbal  character,  were  carried. 

It  was  proposed  that  clause  11,  section  (g),  sub-sections  I.  and  II.  be 
altered  to  read  : — “  Has  passed  the  examination  called  the  Preliminary 
Examination  before  examiners  appointed  under  this  Act  in  his  knowledge 
of  arithmetic  and  the  English  and  Latin  languages,  and  has  afterwards 
served  for  not  less  than  three  years  as  an  apprentice  in  the  business  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales,  keeping  open  shop 
for  the  purpose  of  dispensing  and  compounding  medical  prescriptions.” 

It  was  suggested  to  insert  after  clause  14  a  clause  setting  forth  that 
“  Nothing  in  this  part  of  the  Act  contained  shall  extend  or  interfere  with 
any  rights  and  previliges  of  any  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner,  or 
of  any  member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  of  Great 
Britain,  nor  in  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers  in  supplying  drugs  or 
chemicals  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing.” 
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It  was  furthermore  proposed  to  insert  after  clause  18,  a  clause  stating 
The  word  ‘  person/  wherever  the  same  occurs  in  divisions  17  and  18  of 
this  part  of  the  Act,  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  corporation,  whether 
established  by  charter  or  otherwise,  and  any  company  or  society  duly 
registered  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  any  Act  of  Parliament.” 

It  was  also  recommended  to  qualify  clause  19,  which  inflicted  a 
penalty  for  chemists  who  prescribe  1  or  practised  surgery. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  the  Treasury,  asking  at 
what  time  it  would  be  convenient  for  the  Premier  to  receive  a  deputation 
from  the  Board  to  submit  to  him  the  proposed  alterations  and  additions. 

On  the  evening  of  September  23rd  the  Board  met  at  the  Pharmacy 
Board  Rooms  at  a  quarter  to  eight,  and  resolved  itself  into  a  deputation 
to  meet  the  Premier  at  eight  o’clock  at  Parliament  House.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  Batcher,  Bellemey,  Marshall,  Jon  s,  and  Williams. 

The  Premier  received  the  deputation  with  courtesy,  and  promised 
that  every  attention  should  be  given  to  their  representations. 


MONTHLY  MEETING. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South 
Wales  was  held  on  the  afterm  on  of  Tuesday,  October  6th,  at  the  Pharmacy 
Board  Rooms,  Mr.  R.  T.  Bellemey  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present

THE  PHARMACY  BILL. 

The  Chairman  reported  on  the  deputation  of  September  23rd  to  the 
Premier.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  it  was  resolved  that  a  letter  br* 
•sent  to  the  Premier,  embodying  the  following  further  suggestions  with 
regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill : — 

Clause  11,  section  (d). — The  word  “  compounder  ”  should  be  eft  out, 
us  there  is  no  such  person  known  in  the  trade. 
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Clause  11,  sections  (a),  ( b ),  (c)  and  (d). — The  following  clause  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  inserted,  namely  :  “No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  registration’ 
under  clause  11,  sections  (a),  ( b ),  ( c )  and  ( d )  after  January,  1899.” 

Clause  11,  section  (g). — Apprenticeship  to  be  three  years  instead  of 

two. 

Clause  11,  section  (g). — Insert  after  the  word  “Act”  the  words 
“on  approval  by  the  Board.” 

Clause  11,  section  ( g ). — Insert  after  the  word  “lectures”  the  words 
“  approved  by  the  Board.” 

It  was  further  recommended  that,  in  the  event  of  the  Bill  becoming 
law,  an  amended  Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons  Act  be  passed,  as  the  present 
one  will  become  obsolete  and  useless. 

A  letter  was  considered  from  Hr.  Harry  Shillinglaw,  the  Registrar  of 
the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria,  to  Mr.  Bellemey,  with  reference  to 
the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  Shillinglaw  approved  of  the  Bill  as  a  whole,  but 
made  several  suggestions  as  to  possible  improvements.  He  pointed 
out  especially  the  absence  of  all  recognition  of  apprentices  registered  in 
colonies  other  than  New  South  Wales.  It  was  ordered  that  a  reply  be 
sent,  thanking  Mr.  Shillinglaw. 

LAID  ON  THE  T^BLE. 

The  Secretary  laid  upon  the  table  a  copy  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  as- 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  the  second  reading.

THE  CASE  OF  EVAN  JAMES. 

Concerning  the  case  of  Evan  James,  of  Albury,  with  regard  to  his 
evidence  in  a  recent  police  court  hearing  at  that  place,  a  letter  was  read- 
from  the  Attorney-General’s  department,  declining  to  prosecute,  on  the 
ground  that  sufficient  evidence  would  not  be  procurable  for  the  obtaining, 
of  a  conviction.  The  letter  was  received. 

THE  PROSECUTION  OF  DR.  FINSELBACH.

Heidsieck  &  Go.,  the  great  champagne  manufac¬ 
turers,  offer  a  prize  of ^4000  to  anyone  who  can  discover  a  method 
of  rendering  cork  permanently  impervious  to  liquids  and  gases,  includ¬ 
ing  in  while  retaining  its  elasticity  and  other  good  qualities.  The 
competition  is  open  to  the  whole  world. 


Incandescent  Light  Mlantles. — It  would  appear  that  the 
substance  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this  universally  adopted  means 
of  lighting  are  zerconium  and  thorium  ;  an  interim  injunction  has 
been  granted  to  the  company  concerned  against  a  firm  who  have 
been  manufacturing  mantles  made  from  oxide  of  thorium.  The 
defendrnts  contend  that  oxide  of  thorium  is  not  an  equivalent  of 
oxide  of  zerconium  which  the  plantiffs  use.  Professor  Threlfall  and 
Mr.  J.  A.  Schofield  of  the  Sydney  University  stated  that  the  process 
adopted  by  the  defendants  in  the  manufacture  of  their  “mantles” 
used  in  incandescent  burners  was  the  same  as  that  described  by  the 
plaintiffs  in  the  specification  annexed  to  their  letters  patent,  the 
only  difference  being  in  the  substance  used  in  the  making  of  such 
“  mantles.”  The  plaintiffs,  however,  contended  that  the  substance 
so  used,  namely,  oxide  of  thorium,  was  an  equivelent  of  one  of  the 
substances  mentioned  in  their  specification,  namely,  oxide  of 
zerconium,  and  which  was  known  to  be  such  at  the  time  when  the 
letters  patent  were  granted.  The  defendants  in  their  affidavits  in 
reply  denied  that  oxide  of  thorium  was  an  equivalent  of  oxide  of 
zerconium  or  that  it  was  publicly  known  as  such  at  the  time  the 
letters  patent  was  granted.  We  shall  probably  hear  more  of  these 
two  elements  when  the  experts  have  wrestled  with  them,  and  when 
the  case  comes  on  for  hearing  before  the  full  court. 
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The  Public  Health  Bill.  — A  full  reprint  of  those  portions  of 
this  Act  which  will  apply  to  pharmacists  appears  in  this  issue.  It 
will  be  seen  that  these  clauses  are  taken  from  the  English  Act,  and 
we  recommend  a  careful  perusal  of  the  conditions  under  which 
pharmacists  .nay  be  affected,  notably  section  53.  The  Bill  has  not 
become  law,  and  judging  from  the  opposition  to  several  clauses  con¬ 
cerning  municipalities,  considerable  discussion  will  take  place  before 
the  Bill  is  passed,  and  in  all  probability,  will  not  become  law  this 
session. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Gibbs,  formerly  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Gibbs, 
Shallard  &  Co.,  has  been  appointed  manager  to  the  firm  of  Edward 
Lee  &  Co. ,  printers  of  this  journal.  Pharmacists  who  entrust  their 
orders  to  his  care,  can  be  assured  their  printing  will  be  carried  out 
on  the  lines  of  his  old  firm,  who,  in  times  past,  gained  a  notoriety  for 
their  excellence  of  workmanship  in  regard  to  chemists’  labels,  making 
this  branch  of  their  business  a  speciality,  so  much  so,  that  upon  the 
dissolution  of  the  firm,  the  chemists  of  the  city  sustained  a  loss  which 
it  has  been  difficult  to  fill. 

The  Intoxication  in  Non-Intoxicating  Drinks. — It  has 

always  been  a  remarkable  fact  (writes  the  Dunedin  correspondent  of 
The  Melbourne  Argus)  that  the  temperance  drinks  favoured  by  ardent 
prohibitionists  have  been  found  on  analysis  to  contain  a  larger 
percentage  of  alcohol  than  wine  or  beer.  At  Riverton,  Southland,  a 
widow  was  charged  with  selling  alcoholic  liquor  without  a  license. 
The  liquor  proved  to  be  plum  wine,  but  the  government  analyst 
showed  that  it  contained  two  and  a  half  times  more  alcohol  than 
Dunedin  beer.  The  magistrate  contented  himself  with  ordering  the 
widow  to  pay  costs.  It  was  shown  that  an  ardent  prohibitionist, 
having  the  excellence  of  the  plum  wine  brought  under  his  notice  by 
a  prohibitionist  friend,  was  so  delighted  after  sampling  it  that  he 
purchased  the  whole  stock,  and  expressed  his  pleasure  at  discovering 
a  really  non-intoxicating  wine.

PHARMACY. 

Estimation  of  Caffein  ir\  Tea. — Mess.  Petit  and  Terrat  ( / our .  Phar. 
el  Ch.)  after  reviewing  all  the  various  methods  of  assay,  conclude  in  recom 
mending  the  following  :  Twenty-five  grams  of  powdered  tea  are  mixed 
with  75  grams  of  boiling  water,  then  heated  on  the  water  bath  until 
the  mass  remains  just  moist.  It  is  then  transferred  to  an  extractor 
and  exhausted  with  chloroform,  the  chloroformic  fluid  distilled  off  and  the 
residue  remaining  is  taken  up  with  boiling  water,  filtered  through  a  wetted 
filter,  and  evaporated  to  dryness  on  a  water  bath.  If  the  residue  contains 
much  chlorophyl,  it  is  dissolved  in  15  c.  c  of  diluted  sulfuric  acid  (i:io> 
filtered,  neutralized  with  ammonia  and  evaporated  to  dryness  on  a  water 
bath.  The  dry  residue  is  then  taken  up  with  chloroform,  which  is  allowed 
to  evaporate  spontaneously.  This  method  is  applied  to  kola  nuts,  in 
ivhich  the  moist  nuts  are  shaved  up  fine,  and  at  once  extracted  with 
chloroform  It  is  also  applicable  to  guarana,  coffee  and  mate. 

Papain. — The  purified  dried  juice  of  the  unripe  fruit  of  Carica  papaya,, 
has  been  advantageously  employed  in  general  practice  to  relieve  indigestion 
where  meat  is  a  favoured  food  (Am.  Ther).  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  papain  is  distinctly  a  better  solvent  of  fibiinethan  pepsin,  while  it  is 
much  less  active  on  albumen.  Papain  will  act  in  all  media,  acid,  alkaline 
and  neutral,  while  pepsin  is  active  only  in  the  presence  of  an  acid.  A 
standard  test  for  papain  is  the  following :  “  Take  three  glass-stoppered 
vials  of  120  gramme  capacity,  marking  them  <2,  b  and  c,  and  put  into  each 
10  grammes  of  finely  chopped  fresh  beef,  free  of  fat  and  sinews.  Them 
adjfl  the  solutions  as  follows  : 

To  a.  30  grs.  of  a  0.3  per  cent,  acid  solution. 

To  b.  30  grs.  of  a  0.3  per  cent,  soda  carb.  solution. 
cji  To  c.  30  grs.  of  distilled  water. 
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Place  the  vials  in  a  water-bath  at  38°  C.  (100.4°  F.),  and  when  the- 
contents  have  attained  this  temperature  add  o.  1  gramme  papain  to  each 
vial,  keep  the  vials  at  this  temperature  for  one-half-hour — frequently  and 
violently  shaking  the  contents — and  then  filter  through  muslin.  Dry  the 
residue  on  the  muslin  by  exposure  to  ioo°  C.  (212°  F.)  and  then  weigh  ; 
in  the  result  the  usual  loss  of  75  per  cent,  of  water  in  drying  meat  must  be 
considered.” 

A  standard  purified  papain  will,  by  the.  foregoing  test,  dissolve  at  least 
50  per  cent,  fibrine  in  acid  solution  ;  70  per  cent,  fibrine  in  alkaline  solir 
tion  ;  and  60  per  cent,  fibrine  in  neutral  solution.  The  same  test  per¬ 
formed  with  an  average  quality  of  pepsin  will  show  only  about  20  per  cent, 
dissolved  fibrine  in  one-half  hour.

I  tell  you  candidly  that  I  don’t  believe  the 
statement  sent  to  the  Premier  with  respect  to  the  reporter  being  present  at 
all  the  Board  meetings,  for  I  know  it  is  the  usual  custom  for  the  Secretary 
of  similar  Boards  to  furnish  notes  of  the  meetings  to  the  press.  I  don’t 
find  fault  with  you,  as  Editor,  for  I  believe  you  have  been  misinformed.

Dear  Sir, — In  your  September  issue,  under  the  proceedings  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board  of  N.S.W.,  it  is  stated  “  Mr.  W.  Tait  renewed  his  application  for  the  license  to 
sell  poisons.  In  the  face  of  previous  decisions,  and  the  fact  that  the  applicant  wished  a 
license  as  a  chemist,  the  Board  could  not  possibly  accede  to  it.  ’  Now,  how  is  it  that  my 
letters  and  applications  are  so  misconstrued  by  the  Board?  I  have  never,  in  any  letter 
to  the  Board,  applied  to  be  licensed  as  a  chemist,  and  I  challenge  them  to  produce  such 
an  application  in  my  writing  It  is  also  a  wonder  to  me  why  my  name  should  be  so 
constantly  published  in  the  Pharmaceutical  literature  in  connection  with  my  application, 
while  other  men  apply  but  no  comment  is  made  upon  such  application.  I  applied  as- 
prescribed  by  the  Act  of  1876  for  a  license  to  sell  poisons.  My  application  was  supported 
by  persons  who  are  competent  to  judge  of  my  fitness  and  ability  to  hold  the  license^ 
which  is  refused  and  commented  upon  in  no  friendly  manner.  I  applied  again,  and 
statements  which  are  not  true  are  published  in  connection  with  my  application.  Why  is 
this  ?  It  may  be  said  the  Board  assumed  that  I  wished  to  be  licensed  as  a  chemist. 
My  reply  is  that  the  Board  had  no  right  to  assume  anything  outside  the  Act  of  Parliament 
under  which  they  are  constituted,  and  certainly  they  had  no  right  to  cause  to  be 
published  that  which  is  not  true.  The  Board  have  said  they  are  not  responsible  for  wrhat. 
is  published  :  then  who  are? 

-  I  trust  in  common  justice  you  will  publish  this  letter.

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APPROVED  FORMULAS.

To  Remove  Iron-Rust  Prom  Wash  Goods. 

To  remove  spots  of  rust  from  muslin  and  white  goods  generally, 
saturate  them  with  lemon-juice  and  salt  and  expose  them  to  the  sun.  If 
one  application  does  not  remove  them  entirely,  make  a  second.  It  is  rarely 
that  more  than  this  is  required. 

Powdered  Camphor  Which  Will  Remain  in  Powdered  Form. 

(M.  D.  Colombus,  0.): — This  writer  wants  “  a  method  of  reducing 
camphor  to  a  powder  which  will  not  become  lumpy  or  melt  together  again  ’ 
Try  the  following  plan  :  Reduce  to  a  powder  by  the  ordinary  method, 
with  alcohol,  then  add  a  few  drops  of  liquid  vaseline  and  triturate  the 
mixture.  In  this  manner  you  can  secure  a  powder  of  the  consistence  of 
farina  and  which  never  alters.  It  can  be  used  for  all  purposes  except 
making  tinctures  or  other  preparations  with  alcohol,  and  even  with  these 
if  a  slight  opalescence  is  not  objectionable. 


To  Polish  Brass. 

“  Way  X.,”  Georgia. — Brass  and  other  similar  metals  may  be  polished 
by  rubbing  with  emery,  tripoli,  chalk,  rotten  stone  or  jewellers’  rouge,  the 
substance  to  be  used  being  determined  by  the  hardness  of  the  metal  and 
the  smoothness  of  surface  required. 

It  is  said  that  a  well-known  article  for  metal  polishing,  sold  as 
putz  pomade,  consists  of  Armenian  bole,  made  into  a  paste  of  oleic  acid 
and  nitro-benzol  enough  to  give  the  mixture  an  odor.  The  term  “putz,” 
it  may  be  explained,  is  a  German  one  for  “  cleaning.” 

J.  W.  Colcord  has  proposed  the  following  formula  for  a  paste  of  this 
kind  : 


Oxalic  acid 

Peroxide  of  iron  (jewellers’  rouge) 
Rotten  stone 
Palm  oil 
Petrolatum

Pulverize  the  acid  and  the  rotten  stone  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the 
rouge.  Sift  to  remove  all  grit,  then  make  into  a  paste  with  oil  and  petro¬ 
latum.  A  little  nitro-benzol  may  be  added  to  scent  the  mixture. 


Other  formulas  are  given  in  the  Circular  for  December,  1892,  page 
277,  and  one  for  a  putz  tablet  was  given  in  a  later  issue,  which  we  here 
reproduce.

Dissolve  the  soap  in  the  smallest  quantity  of  water  over  a  water  bath. 
Add  the  other  ingredients  to  the  solution  while  still  hot,  stirring  constantly, 
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and  pour  the  mass  into  a  shallow  box  to  solidify.  When  this  has  taken 
place  it  is  cut  into  convenient  pieces. 

To  Clean  Tarnished  Plated  Q-oods. 

(Druggist,  Dallas,  Tex.). — This  correspondent  has  the  remnant  of  a 
stock  of  plated  jewelry  that  has  become  tarnished  and  dirty,  and  wishes  to 
know  how  to  clean  the  same.  This  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  goods 
and  the  nature  of  the  plating.  Heavily  plated  silver  or  gold  ware  may  be 
cleaned  in  the  same  manner  as  solid  silver  or  gold  ware ;  but  this  will  not 
answer  for  lightly  or  flimsily  plated  articles.  For  the  first  use  Spanish 
whiting  with  very  dilute  ammonia  water,  letting  the  whiting  dry  on  and 
subsequently  brushing  off  with  a  soft  brush.  Silver  plated  ware  badly 
tarnished  by  contact  with  an  atmosphere  laden  with  sulphurous  fumes 
(from  burning  soft  coal,  some  gases,  etc.)  should  be  let  lie  for  a  time,, 
longer  or  shorter  according  to  circumstances,  in  a  strong  solution  of  potas¬ 
sium  cyanide,  and  subsequently  thoroughly  rinsed  in  running  water, 
before  applying  the  whiting.  Chains  may  be  treated  as  follows  :  Put 
into  a  bottle  a  little  Spanish  whiting  or  prepared  chalk  and  some  shaved 
castile  soap.  Drop  in  the  chain  and  cover  with  soft  water.  Agitate  for 
a  few  minutes,  remove  the  chain  and  rinse  in  hot  water.  Let  dry  spon¬ 
taneously  on  blotting  paper.  If  not  quite  bright  rub  with  a  piece  of 
chamois.
